AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein has called on all Arab leaders to embark 
on a rational dialogue with the aim of arr- 
iving at an acceptable formula of joint action 
to serve the whole Arab Nation. “ A dialogue 
does not mean that immediate agreement 
should result; and disagreement in views 
does not mean that Arab leaders should raise 
arms against one another,” the King said in 
an address Sunday at the Royal Command 
and Staff Academy.

Syria seeks ‘ appropriate’ 
French role in Mideast 


DAMASCUS (R) — Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez A1 Assad has said we 
wants to cement relations with 
France, and hoped France would 
play an “appropriate role" in the 
search for a solution to Middle 
East problems. 

In an interview on France’s TF1 
television station. .Sunday, he 
said next week's visit to Syria by 
French Presidem Francois Mit- 
terrand would “stabilise good rel- 
ations between the two countries. 

“This is what we want and I 
expect that President Mitterrand 
wants this too," Mr. Assad said. 

“We hope France will play an 
appropriate role... -in finding sol- 
utions to Middle East causes," he 
said. 

In Lebanon, however, where 
France contributed troops to a 
now-defunct multinational force, 
Mr. Assad said French help was 
welcome but should not extend to 
military intervention. 

Mr. Assad strongly condemned 
terrorism, but said this should be 
distinguished from resistance to 
Israeli occupation of Arab land. 


Syria was “against terrorism in 
Lebanon, but with the Lebanese 
national resistance against the Isr- 
aeli invasion.” 

Mr. Assad attacked the U.S. for 
its “unlimited" military and eco- 
nomic support for Israel, which he 
said “wants to occupy our ter- 
ritories and set up a state from the 
Nile to the Euphrates." 

He said U.S. officials constantly 
repeated their commitment to Isr- 
aels “security". But while they 
professed to have friends in the 
Arab World, “we have not heard 
them stressing their commitment 
to the security of any Arab cou- 
ntry.". 

He contrasted U.S. policy with 
that of the Soviet Union, which he 
said wa5“a friendly country which 
believes in peace and acts for it. It 
does not interfere in our internal 
affairs and because of this stable 
relations exist between us." 

He urged Washington to follow 
Moscow’s example if it wanted 
better relations with Syria. "All 
we want is - for the U.S. to be neu- 
tral " he added. 


PNC session in Amman: What people in Jordan think 


The Palestine Liberation Organisations (PLO) decision to hold the 
/ 7th session of the Palestine National Council {PNC) in Amman on 
Nov. 22 is dra wing mixed reactions from Jordanians and Palestinians 
alike. According to cut opinion survey conducted by the Jordan Times 
over the past two days, a good majority of the public welcomed the 
move as an impetus to end the crisis facing the PLO while others saw it 
as a step towards a permanent split in the organisation. The survey, 
conducted by Jordan Times reporters Salameh B. Ne’matt, Saad G. 
Hatter and Rana Sabbagh, also found that some people simply did not 
care whether thePNC is held in Amman as scheduled while some 
others were totally ignorant of the issue or the circumstances sur- 
rounding it. Following is the report: 


Nasser Bilbeisi.20.-a student in 
the Faculty of Engineering at the 
University of Jordan, said that the 
holding of the PNC in Amman 
enhances the cohesion of the Jor- 
danian and Palestinians “reg- 
ardless of the results." 

“As Jordanians we welcome 
our brothers and respect their dec- 
ision to hold it here,” Nasser said. 

Lamia Maiji. 20, a student at 
the Facu!*y of Literature, said: 
“We sympathise with the Pal- 
estinian people and their cause. 
We hope that they will reach pra- 
ctical decisions and that it would 
not be like any council or Arab 


meeting that resulted in nothing." 

Mohammad Hassan, 20, said he 
heard about the holding of the 
PNC but“we are puzzled with the 
conflicting opinions over holding 
it here." Hassan, a student of lit- 
erature at the university, said “we 
do not understand the reason why 
(PLO Chairman Yasser) Arafat 
wants to hold it here, or why the 
other factions in the PLO oppose 
it." 

A student of literature, who 
identified herself as 1 A beer, said 
she did not expect important dec- 
isions to be taken during the pla- 
nned PNC session, “but eve- 


rything is possible.” . 

A Faculty of Trade student, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said, she was not much informed 
about the situation. “ I do not exp- 
ect any good results. What are the 
previous achievements,” she 
asked. “Nothing tangible... all is 
just talk." 

Safa* Mirza, a student in the 
Faculty of Education, said: “The 
step is veiy good as Jordan is the 
neighbour of Palestine and is con- 
sidered responsible for the Pal- 
estinians." 

Yunis Yussef, an Iraqi student 
of commerce, said Jordan is “the 
second home" for the Pal- 
estinians. “The results of the mee- 
ting will be positive,” he said. He 
criticised the pressure applied by 
Syria on certain factions of the 
PLO and said the Palestinian' dec- 
ision should be “ 1 00 per cent ind- 
ependent" 

Hassan Mustafa, a student of 
commerce, said: "My opinion is 
that the dissidents in the PLO 
have given up the unity of Pal- 
estinians which is their own 


cause.” According to what is seen 
and heard in the media, “they are 
betraying their principles and ori- 
gins,” Hassan contended. 

Yassera Gbosheh, a student of 
law, welcomed the idea as a “pre- 
requisite” for a more united Pal- 
estinian stand. “If we as Pal- 
estinians are not able to unite... 
then how do we expect the unity of 
the Arab Nation.” she said. 

“If we as people start saying 
that Fateh does not represent us 
and so forth it would be the first 
step towards giving up our cause," 
she added. “The divisions in the 
PLO weaken our strength which 
will lead to the success of the con- 
spiracy of the alternative hom- 
eland.” 

Samer Khouri, a student of 
mathematics, said it was not imp- 
ortant where the PNC Is held. 
“Even if they hold it in the occ- 
upied territories... the main thing 
is to reach a result.” he said. In 
regards to pressures applied by 
Syria on the PLO, Ghosheh said 
“such pressures is being practised 
on all parties.” 


Nash’at Jurf, a student of arc- 
hitecture, said the situation called 
for such a meeting “ as we are wit- 
nessing a divisional phase within 
the PLO which we have not exp- 
erienced before.” 

“In order to solve our problems 
we have to meet and those who 
oppose the idea are under pre- 
ssure," he added. 

A kiosk salesman at the uni- 
versity, Juma’a Ya'koub, said the 
Palestine issue needs to be rev- 
italised for it to come out of the 
current state of stagnation. He 
said the idea of holding the PNC in 
Amm an was positive and since the 
majority of the Palestinian people 
are" living in Jordan, the venue is 
most suitable. 

About 10 students interviewed 
at the university were either ind- 
ifferent or ignorant about the issue 
of holding the PNC in Amman, 
They were either answering the 
question with another or saying 
that it did not concern them. One 
of them said: “We do not feel inv- 
olved in the decision-making pro- 
cess and that why we lost int- 


erest" 

A taxi driver interviewed by the 
Jordan Times expressed hope that 
“Palestinians will reach a proper 
decision." Hosni Muhawesh said: 
“ If divisions widened it will lead to 
a worse situation. Protests by 
Syria and Libya should be ign- 
ored." 

Nancy Zananiri, owner of a 
music store, said she supported 
the idea of holding the PNC in 
Amman, “but the most important 
thing is not to have any more div- 
isions in the Palestinian ranks.” 
Mrs. Zananiri said the voice of 
Palestinians “has to be heard.” 
She criticised the “negative att- 
itude" among the Palestinian lea- 
ders. In reference to factions opp- 
osed to Mr. Arafat, she said that 
all factions should participate in 
the planned PNC session, because 
“any dialogue will be positive and 
will promote understanding." 

Mrs. Zananiri, who is a Jor- 
dan/an. married to a Palestinian, 
described the situation within the 
PLO as“disgusting.” She said that 
“ the right people should be in the 


right places” as far as leadership is 
concerned. 

“We have many potentials 
among young people who are res- 
entful of the situation. We have 
hope in the future generations 
who will be able to be more con- 
structive provided they get the 
chance," she said. 

A giftshop owner declined 
comment while an optical shop 
owner said be had no time to 
comment on the issue. 

Mohammad Qasrawi a ready- 
to-wear-garments dealer, said: 
“Asa citizen I have no opinion. If 
the govermnerft agrees to holding 
the PNC in Amman, I agree." 

He said Palestinians “are geo- 
graphically and ideologically lin- 
ked with Jordan” and that the 
holding of the meeting here was 
“natural.” 

The director general of the Jor- 
dan. Gulf Bank in Shmeisani, 
Munir Ayesh. said the bolding of 
the PNC meeting “ wffl not change 
anything. The differences have to

Oma n celebrates National Day . 

Qaboos calls on Iraq, 
Iran to end hostilities 


MUSCAT, Oman (AP) — Sultan’ Qaboos of Oman 
on Sunday appealed to warring Iraq and Iran to 
' cease the hostilities and called on the great powers to 
help seek world peace. 


He also urged Arab states to 
take the example of Jordan and 
restore ties with Egypt severed 
since its 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel. 

In a speech marking Oman's 
National Day, the Sultan said “we 
deplore the tragic and unn- 
ecessary war which continues 
between Iraq and Iran “ which has 
destroyed the lives of so many bro- 
ther Muslims, and is now end- 
angering innocent non- 
combatants." 

“We call on Iraq and Iran to 
accept the call of wisdom.” he 
said. 

The 4-year-old war between the 
two northern Gulf countries has 
spilt out in recent months on shi- 
pping in the tanker waterlanes of 
the Gulf, and scores of merchant 


vessels and seamen of different 
nationalities have become its vic- 
tims. 

The escalation brought the war 
- menacingly closer to the southern 
Arab Gulf neighbours led by 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 

Iran has also repeatedly thr- 
eatened to block the strategic Gulf 
southern outlet at the Strait of 
Hormuz which is straddled by 
Oman. 

Sultan Qaboos was speaking at 
the annual National Day parade of 
the armed forces at Watteyeh Sta- 
dium. 

The Sultan called on world lea- 
ders. especially those of the great 
powers “to work seriously and 
sincerely to lessen international 
tensions and to speed the solution 
of problems from which humanity 


is suffering.” This would avoid the 
disasters of war and destruction, 
and peaceful coexistence could 
reign in an atmosphere of mutual 
respect and non-interference in 
other countries’ affairs, he said. 

Praising Jordan for restoring 
ties with Egypt as an “act with the 
greatest significance” for col- 
lective Arab aims, the Sultan 
urged other Arab leaders to take 
the same path. 

“Throughout history Egypt has 
been a cornerstone of the Arab 
structure.” the Sultan said, urging 
the Arab leaders to cast all dif- 
ferences aside. 

Addressing tbe armed forces 
directly in the speech, tbe Sultan 
told them “you must remember 
that, although certainly we have 
friends, in the defence of our cou- 
ntry, as in all other things, we must 
first and foremost rely upon our- 
selves.” 

The Sultan pledged to defend 
the values and traditions of Islam 
and strive to make the country 
strong and self-reliant. 


French continue Chad reconnaissance 


PARIS (R) — The French gov- 
ernment. which has confirmed 
that Libyan troops are still in Chad 
despite a withdrawal agreement, 
said two French aircraft Sunday 
flew a reconnaissance mission 
over the Central African country. 

French Television meanwhile 
reported that France was planning 
to send a new military contingent 
into Chad, from which France had 
withdrawn its 3,200 troops sent to 
back President Hissene Habre 
against Libyan-supported rebels. 

The Defence Ministry said that 
the reconnaissance mission was 
flown by two Jaguar aircraft. 

President Francois Mitterrand’ 
confirmed on Friday, after res- 
uming from a meeting with Lib- 
yan leader Col. Muammar Qad- 


, hafi in Crete, that some Libyan 
troops were still in Chad but said 
Col. Qadhafi had assured him that 
they would be withdrawn. 

The French government lias put 
the number of Libyan troops rem- 
aining at between 800 and 1,000, 
a "residue” of 6,500 to 7,000 Lib- 
yan soldiers originally stationed in 
Chad. 

France and Libya announced on 
Nov. 10 that all troops of both 
countries had been pulled out 
under a joint withdrawal agr- 
eement. 

The Chadian government and 
the U.S. State Department, how- 
ever, said that the Libyan troops- 
remained in the north. 

French Armed Forces hea- 


dquarters said in a statement pub- 
lished by the Defence Ministry 
that two Jaguar planes had flown 
over the Chadian capital of 
N'Djamena late Sunday morning 
“on an air reconnaissance mission 
over tbe territory of the republic 
of Chad.” 

1 The Defence Ministry said it 
could give no more details about 
the mission for the time being. 

Informed sources said, how- 
ever, that the planes were certain 
to be taking photographs of Lib- 
yan movements in the north. 

The Defence Ministry later said 
the television report that France 
planned to send troops back into 
Chad was “a rumour without any 
foundation.”

be solved before the meeting, oth- 
erwise the organisation will not be 
capable of a political solution.” 
•Mr. Ayesh said. The PLO“lost its 
strength" after “dropping the gun 
and opting for a political” sol- 
ution. “However, it is not a bad 
idea to hold the PNC here as Jor- 
dan contains a great number of 
Palestinians ” Mr. Ayesh said. - 

A number of interviews were 
conducted in the Hussein refugee 
camp in Amman. 

An engineer, who declined to 
be identified, said the Palestinian 
people were “never consulted on 
the popular level regarding sol- 
ving its problem or safeguarding 
their rights." 

“All what is happening in the 
Arab arena is based on individual 
initiatives by a certain personality 
or group which does not emanate 
from the basic popular opinion." 
he said. 


“The situation does not require 
any complicated solutions. All we 
need is a leadership which is not 
separated from tbe people. What 
we have now among the various 
ranks in the PLO are leaders who- 
put personal interests before nat- 
ional interests, each following the. 
line of a different country and aga- 
inst each other," he said. 

He added: “The venue for hol- 
ding the PNC is not the problem...' 
the problem lies within the Pal- 
estinian structure which is now- at 
its lowest level of cohesion. The 
.idea of holding the PNC in 
Amman is in the wrong direction, 
in the sense that it will create more 
divisions." 

Another camp resident, a stu- 
dent of a law at a Lebanese uni- 
versity, said the holding of the 
PNC “is not helpful at this time, in 
the sense that it would not be cap- 
able of achieving much. It carries a 
symbol of division that could not 
help in anyway."

Iran continues to fight 
rebels in Kurdistan 


TEHRAN (R) — A commander 
of government forces fighting 
autonomy-seeking Kurds in north 
west Iran said real security has not 
yet been established in the pea 
and complained he was not given 
the right men to finish tbe job. 

The comments were contained 
in a signed article by tbe com- 
mander of the Hamza Joint Forces 
Headquarters in the region, 
Commander Izadi, carried in the 
latest issue of the Revolutionary 
Guards' magazine. 

It appeared amid reports of 
heavy fi ghting in Kurdistan des- 
pite government claims to have 
broken the back of tbe rebellion. 

“Government forces have gra- 
dually captured territory over 
which tbe central government 
never had control.’' Izadi said. 

“But tbe apparent security in 
Kurdistan is not the real one — 
we will be successful when we sep- 
arate the people from the 
counter-revolutionaries." he' 
added. 

Stressing the need to win over 
tbe Kurdish people as well as to 
fight, he wrote: “Our fight in Kur- 
distan is first cultural and pol- 
itical. then military. We must fight 
on all fronts to win.” 

If the government was still 
under pressure it was because of 
tbe quality of men sent to the area, 
he said. 

“We could do with half the for- 
ces we now have in 'Kurdistan, 
even less, if they were of the right 
quality,” Izadi said, calling for 
more “ select and spiritual' forces. 

Izadi did not say how many gov- 
ernment troops were tied up in tbe 
campaign ordered five years ago 
by revolutionary leader Ayatollah 


Israeli experts charged 
with selling secrets 


TEL AVIV (R) — Two former 
anti-terrorist officers who set up a 
private security consulting bus- 
iness have been arrested on sus- 
picion of selling military secrets, 
Israeli security sources have said. 

The men stole top-secret tra- 
ining manuals and sold them to a 
Third World country, according to 
the sources who did not want to be 
identified. 

“This problem of former sec- 
urity personnel who decide to go 
into business for themselves with 
countries that are interested in 


gaining Israel's specialist inf- 
ormation is very grave,” said one 
source. 

The arrested men bad served in 
the para-mflrtaxy border police 
which concentrates on anti- 
terrorist operations. The secret 
material including instructions on 
bow to storm guerrillas holding 
hostages, the sources said. 

Tbe sources would not name the 
country to which the men are acc- 
used of. passing the information. 
They would say only that it was in 
tbe Third World.

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein met at the royal 
court Sunday with Mr. Abdul 
Muhsen A1 Sidiri, president of tbe 
International Fund for Agr- 
icultural Development (IFAD). 
The audience was attended by 
Finance Minister Hanna Odeh. 

Mr. Sidiri arrived in Amman 
Saturday evening on a two-day 
visit to Jordan at the invitarl-'-n of 
Dr. Odeh. During the visit, Mr. 
Sidiri wOl meet officials to discuss 


promoting cooperation between 
Jordan ami IFAD in agricultural 
development, and be wifi also tour 
a number of projects which are 
being implemented with IFAD’s 
assistance.

Ruhollah Khomeini to crush the 
rebellion. 

Prime- Minister Mir-Hossein 
Mousavi said last month the gov- 
ernment had for all practical pur- 
poses put down the rebellion and 
only scatterred rebels remained. 
Some 2,000 rebels are officially 
said to have surrendered during 
the latest offensive against their 
mountain bases. 

Operational headquarters in 
the area have confirmed, how- 
ever, that heavy fighting took 
place earlier this month around 
the village of Sadbar near Baneh. 

It said jn a statement carried by 
the Tehran newspaper Islamic 
Republic that 25 “counter- 
revolutionaries” had been killed 
and two wounded. 

It did not give government cas- 
ualty figures but the opposition 
Mujahedeen group in Paris said its 
guerrillas held tbe village for eight 
hours against government attacks 
and killed 19 Revolutionary Gua- 
rds for the loss of two guerrillas. 

In a separate report from the 
region, which is dosed to foreign 
diplomats and journalists, the Off- 
icial News Agency IRNA said 
guerrillas killed a local clergyman 
in his home near Piranshahr, some 
110 kilometres north west of 
Baneh. 

Guerrillas seeking autonomy 
for some three milli on Kurds in 
Iran have often attacked cle- 
rgymen as representative of the 
Tehran authorities. 

According to IRNA, more than 
40 clergymen have been killed in 
the north west province of Aze- 
rbaijan since the Iranian rev- 1 
olution six years ago. 


Gulf summits to be held in Riyadh 

Mr. Bishara said he did not exp 
ect the summit to consider an acc- 
ord as the issue required mon 
study. 

Kuwait has objected to pro- 
visions that for example would 
expand the extradition req- 
uirements of GCC countries, and 
also permit “hot pursuit” by the 
police or military forces of one 
state up to a certain distance into a 
neighbouring country.

The Saudi Arabian newspaper 
Ai Sharq A1 Awsat quoted the 
minister as saying that from 1986 
the six heads of state would meet 
annually at the council's Riyadh 
headquarters. 

Sheikh Ahm ad is chairman of 
tbe council's foreign ministers' 
conference which opens in Kuwait 
on Tuesday to prepare ground for 
the fourth council summit, to be 
held there later in the month. 

Tbe planned venue of the 1985 


GCC summit is Oman. The first 
summit in 1981 was held in Riy- 
adh, and Bahrain and Qatar have 
hosted the other two. 

Tbe sixth member of the council 
is the United Arab Emirates. 

The Secretary-General of GCC 
said Saturday he did not expect 
council leaders to discuss an int- 
ernal security accord at their 
summit later this month. 

Mr. Abdulla Bishara told rep- 
orters that Kuwait, which had pre- 
viously expressed reservations 
over some proposals for an acc- 
ord, had submitted a mem- 
orandum ’on its position and this 
bad been circulated to other 
member countries. 
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Kuwait 
demands 
explanation 
of Iranian 
remarks 

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has 
demanded an explanation from 
Iran of remarks made on Friday 
concerning talks between Kuwait 
and Iraq on settling border dif- 
ferences, Foreign Ministry off- 
icials said Sunday. 

The officials said that Iranian 
Charge d* Affaires Jawad Etname 
Radwai was called in Saturday to 
explain the remarks by the spe- 
aker of the Iranian Parliament, Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani. 

Kuwait announced recently it 
was holding talks with B.aghdad on 
their border, which Iraq has not 
formally recognised before. 


Jordan 
to take part 
in insurance 
meeting 

TUNIS (Petra) — Controllers of 
insurance and trade in Arab states 
open a meeting here Monday to 
discuss issues concerning ins- 
urance and related legislations in 
tbe Arab World. 

Jordan is represented at the 
meeting by Mr. Radi Ibrahim, dir- 
ector of insurance at the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade who left 
Amman for Tunis Saturday. 

The participants will also dis- 
cuss coordination among control 
systems in Arab countries which 
take care of laws and legislations 
concerning insurance and trade 
and re-insurance affairs. 


Khaddam leaves Iran 
after delivering message 
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TEHRAN (R) — Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Kb ad dam 
left for home Sunday after a 24- 
boor visit during which he del- 
ivered a message from President 
Hafez Ai Assad, Tehran Radio 
reported. 

The contents of the message 
were not disclosed, but informed 
Arab sources said the visit was lin- 
ked with Iranian efforts to form a 
new “steadfastness front” which 
began with trips by Iran's Pre- 
sident Ali Khamenei to Syria, 
Libya and Algeria last month. 

The countries have been linked 
in a hard-line “steadfastness and 
confrontation front” against Israel 
set up in December 1977. 

The Arab sources said the aim 


of the latest move was to str- 
engthen ties following reports 
from Baghdad that Iraq and the 
United States would re-estabfisb 
diplomatic relations and the ren- 
ewaJ of relations between Egypt 
and Jordan. 

Mr. Khaddam had two hours oi 
talks Saturday with Mr. Khamenei 
and Sunday met Parliamentary 
Speaker Ali Akbar Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani and Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati, Tehran Radio 
said. 

The National News Agency 
IRNA said Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Hussein Sbeikholeslam left 
Sunday for Tripoli for a meeting of 
representatives from Iran, Syria, 
Libya and Algeria. 





New Greek-Turkish row 
appears likely over Lemnos 


ANKARA (R) — A major new 
row between Greece and Turkey 
appeared likely Sunday over rep- 
orts that NATO is ready to inc- 
orporate Greek forces on Lemnos 
Island into the alliance's- joint 
command. 

Turkish newspapers reported 
from Brussels that NATO would 
accede to the latest of many Greek 
requests for the move as part of its 
new defence plan, despite Tur- 
key's contention that the island 
should be demilitarised. 

The semi-official Anatolian 
News Agency said Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozai. President Kenan 
Evren, Defence Minister Zeki 
Yavuzturk and Chief of General 
Staff Gen. Necdet Urug held an 
emergency meeting on the issue in 
Ankara Saturday night. 

It said Mr. Oral, asked Sunday 
whether Turkey would veto the 
NATO defence plan over tbe 
issue, told journalists: “We dec-. 


ided bn that. It is natural that we 
will put the necessary reserve on 
-it.” , 

He said the issue of Lemnos 
should be solved between Greece 
and Turkey and NATO should not 
be involved. 

“Our view is that these islands 
should not be armed,” he was quo- 
ted as saying. 

Lemnos is one of dozens oi 
Greek Aegean Islands just a few 
kflometres off the Turkish coast It 
was one of several demilitarised 
undeT the 1923 Treaty of Lau- 
sanne but Greece says the req- 
uirement lapsed under the 1936 
Treaty of Montreux. 

The newspaper reports saic 
NATO Chief General Beraarc 
Rogers was ready to accept the 
Greek plan to incorporate a squ- 
adron of 18 Greek F-5 tighten 
and associated ground units, alr- 
eady on Lemnos, into the alliance 
command.

Delegation reviews medical, cultural cooperation 

Yarmouk team returns from 
education talks in China 


AMMAN (Petra) — A team from Yarmouk Uni- 
versity, led by Yarmouk University President 
Adnan Bad ran, returned to Amman Sunday from a 
two-week visit to China. During the visit, they called 
at universities and discussed with officials coo- 
peration in educational and cultural affairs between 
Jordanian and Chinese institutions. 


According to team member; Dr. 
Sa’d Hijazi, the university’s dean 
of the Faculty of Medicine, the 
two sides discussed exchange of 
expertise in physiotherapy, phy- 
sical training and massage and also 


acupuncture. The team toured 
hospitals in Shanghai and ins- 
pected modem ways of treating 
various cases and diseases,- Dr. 
Hijazi said. The team also visited 
engineering colleges and fine arts 


institutes in a number of Chinese 
cities, and Dr. Badran requested 
that sculptors be sent to Jordan to 
help university students train in 
the art of sculpture, Dr. Hijazi 
said. 

He added that the Jordanian 
team examined the role of Chi- 
nese women in development and 
presented a briefing on Jordanian 
women. The team members, he 
said, toured historical and arc- 
haeological sites aqd also agr- 
icultural projects and public parks 
in southern China. 


Symposium tackles hospital 
hygiene, control of infections 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Diseases res- 
ulting from joint infections, inf- 
ection of the genito-urinary tract 
and infection of bones and soft tis- 
sues were among the main topics 
discussed ai a symposium on “ Inf- 
ection Control and Hospital Hyg- 
iene’’ which continued at AJ Hus- 
sein Medical Centre Sunday. 

According to Dr. JaJaJ Had- 
dadin, the symposium’s sup- 
ervisor, (he participants also dis- 
cussed the role of laboratories in 
hospital infection, the use of ant- 
ibiotics and the surgery of the gall 
bladder and all forms and effects 
of germs and microbes in the hos- 
pital. 

He said that the symposium, 
organised in cooperation with the 
West German Agency for Tec- 
hnical Cooperation (GTZ). is att- 


ended by specialists from West 
Germany, Briiain and Jordan. He 
told the JordanTimes that the par- 
ticipants also reviewed the causes 
of infections in the nursery and its 
control during sessions which will 
last until Wednesday. 

Dr. Haddadin called on ail hos- 
pitals in Jordan to set up special 
control units to prevent infection 
and to preserve hygiene in the 
hospital's various sections, inc- 
luding the operation rooms and 
kitchens, nurses' and residential 
quarters. Visitors to hospitals can 
carry germs and cause infections 
to healthy persons either through 
touch or food brought in to pat- 
ients and rules and regulations 
about visits should be set by the 
hospital's management, Dr. Had- 
dadin said.

Ministry approves 10 industry licences 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry of Industry and Trade has 
approved the licencing of ten new industrial projects with a total 
cost of JD 974,000. The new projects will produce pre-cast con- 
crete, plastic pipes, cement pipes, tiles, biscuits, soap, cheese, 
chandeliers and other products. The new industries will provide 
262 employment opportunities throughout the country. The min- 
istry has stipulated. that these new industries should abide by the 
specifications and public health regulations issued by the min- 
istry’s department of specifications and standardisations. 

USS‘ Lasaile cai}& at Aqaba ' • - 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Flagship of the U.S. Navy's Middle East 
Force . the USS LasaJle. will pay a port call in Aqaba from 1 7 to 20 
November 1984, according to a United States Information Age- 
ncy bulletin. Ships of the command regularly call at Aqaba as part 
of their routine port visits to friendly states in the region. The 
Lasalle is a command and communications ship, a convened 
amphibious transport ship (LPD) of the Raleigh class. While in 
Aqaba, officers of the ship will pay calls on military and civilian 
officials. 

ICRC plans chemical weapons talks 

AMMAN (Petra) — Chairmen of standing commissions of the 
International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) and the Lea- 
gue of Red Cross Societies (LRCS) will hold a meeting at the 
league's headquarters in Geneva on Dec. 12. Chairman of the 
Internationa] Red Cross Standing Commission and chairman of 
the Jordanian National Red Crescent Society, Dr. Ahmad Abu 
Qoura, said that the production, use and storage of chemical 
weapons as well as tests on chemical bombs in a number of 
advanced countries will be the main topic of the meeting. 

Medical exams postponed until Dec. 22 

AMMAN (PetTa) — The Jordan Medical Council (JMC) has 
decided to postpone general exams for doctors until Dec. 22, 
according to a JMC spokesman. The spokesman added that 530 
doctors, including 157 doctors from the West Bank have reg- 
istered for the exam which will be held simultaneously in Amman 
and Jerusalem. The spokesman also told that the Jordanian News 
Agency. Petra, that the council will reconsider the possibility of 
holding the exam in Kuwait at Lhe same lime.

Med-Dead fails Israel 

THE ISRAELI government is shelving the Med-Dead Sea 
canal project, or is about to. 

The idea of a canal that would draw water from the Med- 
iterranean down into the Dead Sea, the lowest point on earth, 
thus helping to produce hydroelectric power, has a “dis- 
tinguished ancestry" for the Zionist state, the Israelis believe. 
“The fatter of modem Zionism, Theodor Herzl, enshrined it 
in his visionary novel about a future Jewish state, Altneuland." 
the Jerusalem Post newspaper said in an editorial on the sub- 
ject last week. 

So why are the Israelis abandoning the project after several 
years of research work and preparations that cost them S 15m? 
Economic feasibility and lack of funds are two main reasons of 
course; but should we not read more into the decision to aba- 
ndon “for now" the grandiose project? 

In supporting his criticism of the plan to build the canal, 
which was initiated during Menachem Begin *s first term in 
office, the Israeli state comptroller reportedly skirted the pol- 
itical aspects of the project. These were that the canal's pla- 
nned point of origin was to be in the northern part of the Gaza 
Strip, which is an occupied Arab territory. Secondly, that by 
raising the level of the Dead Sea water, the canal would have 
caused great damage to Jordan's potash industry, as well as 
involved legal aspects of this encroachment on Arab and int- 
ernational rights. 

The decision to shelve the Med-Dead project might have 
been seen as a gesture of goodwill towards peace and the Arabs 
by the Peres government had the real intention behind it was 
indeed that. Instead that government had' to admit its pre- 
decessor's failure to honour pledges made to “Israel Bonds'* 
buyers who had the impression that the project was going to be 
a financial success. Nothing about peace there. 

The question of Jewish settlements in the West Bank may be 
similar to this situation soon. So is Lebanon already. Israel 
would never want to admit that its attitudes of hegemony 
against the Arabs and its colonisation policies and projects are 
the source of its economic ills and financial disasters. But all the 
same. They will have to one day and soon.

Al Ra’i: Constructive interaction 

THE CABINET meeting held in Karak Saturday and the prime 
minister's speech at the outset of the session represent an open 
invitation to the public by the government to start participating in 
building and developing the society. The speeches by government 
ministers reflected the government's determination to accept this 
participation by citizens and carry out projects for the benefit of the 
public. 

The objectives of the government are in line with the democratic 
system which the Jordanian society has been accustomed to. and 
opens wide scopes for national interaction and real cooperation 
between government and people for the good of all. The par- 
ticipation of the public in developing the country's economic, agr- 
icultural and educational sectors requires serious efforts on both 
sides, and requires a rejuvenised administration that can cope with 
various problems and carry out the different projects which the 
ministers talked about in the cabinet meeting. 

The citizen is required to act constructively and should not be 
satisfied with making complaints or presenting demands to the gov- 
ernment. What is needed is real participation in analysing and solving 
the issues. The citizens can make their voices heard through the 
deputies in parliament, the press and municipal and village councils. 
But the most important thing is that the role ot the public should be 
made to complement that of the government in all endeavours. 

Al Dustour: Better late than never 

IT TOOK the United Nations Relief and Works Agency for Pal- 
estine Refugees (UNRWA) 1 3 years to publish a report about Isr- 
ael's demolition of Arab homes and refugee camps in the Gaza Strip. 
But the report by itself is a clear condemnation of the Israeli occ- 
upation authorities for their brutal actions against the Palestinians 
and their property. UNRWA said in its report that the demolition 
process was part of Israel” s mass revenge policy practised against the 
Arab population, reminiscent of South Africa’s racist rulers' actions 
against the black population. 

The UNRWA report is an indictment of Israel for its criminal 
actions against the Arabs and their rights. UNRWA's report conflicts 
with former Israeli defence minister Ariel Sharon's claims before an 
American court that he was not responsible for the massacres of the 
Palestinian people in Sahra and Sharilla camp as Time magazine had 
reported. Sharon is trying to vindicate himself from crimes that had 
actually taken place while he »as in power, during a period clearly 
referred in UNRWA’s report. 

Perhaps this report would bring the world to its senses and move 
Western nations into seriously discussing means for ending the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. Perhaps, the UNRWA report would end dis- 
putes among Arab leaders and Palestinian groups that tend to divert 
(he Arab public attention from the real problems. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Fruitful exchange 

PRIME MINISTER Ahmud Obcidat told an open cabinet session 
Saturday in Karak that the government u ill scion lay down a national 
programme for nationalising consumption of fuel and energy. This 
announcement represents an invitation to all citizens to help the 
government reduce the charge in the country's energy bill and so help 
save funds necessary for development projects. 

The prime minister said that rationalising energy consumption 
should be accompanied by the citizens' increased efforts to grow food 
and ensure food security for the country. Agriculture forms the 
backNjne of Jordan's economy, and developing arable land and 
increasing food production can help bolster the nation economically, 
politically and socially. 

The prime minister's speech urged all citizens to shoulder res- 
ponsibility with the government. He stressed the importance of local 
government and its role in helping central government carry out 
projects in the coming five-year plan. Democracy, which cha- 
racterised the open meeting in Karak should also mark the par- 
ticipation of all citizens in building the nation. 


Inter-Lebanese war should be stopped

HAVING ACCEPTED the 
idea of quitting the trenches ' 
and barricades to fill min- 
isterial positions, the Lebanese 
leaders should stop playing 
dual roles at the same time. As 
leaders of militias confronting 
one another in the streets of 
Beirut and on the mountains 
around the city, these leaders 
tend to assume a different role 
in the cabinet meetings of 
Prime Minister Rashid Kar- 
ami. While assuming the status 
of militia leaders, these min- 
isters are playing quite a des- 
tructive role in Lebanon bec- 
ause they continue to lead their* 
men and their party and Leb- 
anon to total ruin, fn the cab- 
inet. however, the same min- 
isters tend to show us the other 
face; that they are in total har- 
mony and support measures 


for putting an end to blo- 
odshed. We are indeed bew- 
ildered by these- actions of 
Lebanese politicians who act 
quite differently from their col- 
leagues in the Arab World. 

Lebanon embraces a large 
group of cultured and well- 
educated people, but aL the 
same time groups an ass- 
ortment of different men- 
talities and political parties of 
extreme attitudes and diverse 
oreintations. Strangely eno- 
ugh, many of these cultured 
people belong to backward, 
feudal political systems and are 
affiliated to different com- 
munal sectarian divisions; and 
their country- as a whole plays 
host to internal strife and offers 
fertile ground for trading in 
weapons of all sorts and blo- 


odshed. 

It is not easy to understand 
what is really happening inside 
Lebanon in the light of the cur- 
rent circumstances. Beirut, the 
capital, does not fall under the 
control of the central gov- 
emment and the situation in 
the city is far worse than ever 
before, even under the Israeli 
siege. Nevertheless, Lebanese 
leaders and combatants sit in 
the cabinet hall from time to 
time to discuss progress in the 
negotiations with Israel for pul- 
ling out its troops from sou- 
thern Lebanon and also ways 
to re-establish government 
control in the South. 

The warring ministers agree 
that the Lebanese army should 
be redeployed in the South fol- 
lowing an Israeli withdrawal. 


but fail to agree on opening the 
road from Beirut to Sidon for 
their army to pass through bec- 
ause this road is under the con- 
trol of their militiamen. 

These ministers want the 
Arab World to believe that 
they form a state while they 
cannot keep control over their 
capital or the road leadipg from 
it to Damascus, the nearest 
Arab capital to Beirut. The 
areas around Beirut itself con- 
tinue to serve as a battleground 
for the combatants and bet- 
ween the militia and the central 
government’s force. Reports 
reaching Amman from Beirut 
speak of mass movements of 
people from one area to ano- 
ther and re -set dement of dif- 
ferent communities in regions 
they believe to be safer. Rep- 


orts also speak of an exodus of 
Lebanese citizens from their- 
towns and cities, drive by fear 
of flying bullets, bombs and 
shells towards remote regions 
believed to be out or reach of 
the warring militias. The sit- 
uation in Beirut is one of total 
exhaustion and near collapse, 
and for the Arabs to mourn the 
dead and to express horror or 
regret at what is happening 
serves no one any good. Unless 
something urgent is done, Leb- 
anon will be facing yet another 
civil war. 

The only way out of the pre- 
sent dilemma is for another 
dominant power to interfere, 
since no one party can have a 
decisive victory over any other. 
Lebanon is in need of an ext- 
ernal power to put an end Lo 


the tragedy, and this power is 
Syria, which has had influence 
over all warring factions and 
continues to hold a dominant 
role in directing the destiny of 
Lebanon. Syria has strong links 
with all Lebanese leaders whe- 
ther they are ministers in the 
present government or war- 
- lords in the provinces; and the- 
refore it can persuade eveiy 
one of its role to settle the crisis 
for good. 

Syria can offer full backing 
to Mr. Karami and so put an 
end to the dual role of his min- 
isters. It can offer the ministers 
the choice of being outlaws or | 
supporting the law and order in 
Lebanon. Syria has to act now 
so as to safeguard Lebanon’s 
security and stability and its 
own. 


Chad meeting seen as foreign policy success for Papandreou

ATHENS — Andreas Pap- 
andreou's mediation between 
France and Libya at surprise talks 
on Chad has given him his most 
tangible foreign policy success 
since becoming Greece's first lef- 
tist prime minister in 1981. 

That was the verdict of dip- 
lomats and political com- 
mentators from left to right on 
Thursday's five- hour session in 
Crete between Mr. Papandreou. 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand and Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi. 

Col. Gadhafi said afterwards 
that his country and France, which 
have backed opposing sides in the 
Chad civil war. had reached an 
accord of principle about the Afr- 
ican country and that Franco- 
Libyan relations would now imp- 
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rove. 

Mr. Mitterrand confirmed rep- 
orts that Libya had yet to com- 
plete a promised joint troop pul- 
lout from Chad but said he won a 
pledge that all Col. Qadhaf? s tro- 
ops would be leaving. 

Diplomats said that as a result 
of his mediation at the hastily arr- 
anged session. Papandreou could 
now argue with greater conviction 
that Greece, a maverick within the 
NATO alliance, has become a bri- 
dge between opposing power 
blocs. 

Mr. Papandreou, who in the 
past two months has made what in 
Western eyes. are controversial 
visits to Libya. Poland and Syria, 
can now expect fellow European 
Community leaders to listen with 
greater respect when he speaks on 
East-West and Middle East issues 
at next month's summit in Dublin, 
the diplomats added. 


After returning last week from- 
Damascus and Amman, Mr. Pap- 
andreou said he would argue in 
Dublin for greater diplomatic act- 
ivity over the Middle East by the 
community. 

Mr! Papandreou’ s links with 
Libya date to the early days of his 
Panhellenic Socialist Movement, 
formed in 1974 with the stated 
aim of moving Greece away from 
the West towards the radical soc- 
ialism of the “Third World.” 

Resentment at Washington's 
close ties with Greece's former 
military junta and at Turkey's 
1974 invasion of Cyprus with 
NATO arms, helped sweep Mr. 
Papandreou to power in October 
1981 amidst a storm of anti- 
Western rhetoric. 

Since then, Mr. Papandreou has 
kept Greece within the European 
Community and the North Atl- 


antic alliance but at the same time 
intensified contacts with the Eas- 
tern bloc and the Arab World. 

He has continued to attack what 
he calls the imperialist military 
and economic policies of the U.S. 
and says small states must push 
back the Western capitalist tide if 
peace is to be preserved and 
world's poor are to get a better 
deal. 

Mr. Papandreou, a former eco- 
nomics professor in America, has 
made a series of radical foreign 
policy moves. They include: 

— Opposition to Western san- 
ctions against Soviet bloc states 
and calls for a softer Western line 
towards Moscow. 

— A carapagin last year for a 
six-month delay in the installation 
of new U.S. missiles in Europe. 

— Talks with Bulgaria. Rom- 
ania. Turkey and Yugoslavia 
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Sandinistas seek national consensus 


David Gardner assesses the likely impact of Nicaragua's democratic 
elections, which took place early this month and reaffirmed the cou- 
ntry's support for the Sandinistas. 


MANAGUA — Perhaps the most 
remarkable thing about thfe recent 
Nicaraguan elections was not the 
result — widely predicted victory 
for the ruling Sandinistas — but 
that they took place at all. In mod- 
em times, no other revolutionary 
movement which has seized power 
by force of arms has gone on to 
hold serious elections. 

Most observers not overtly 
sympathetic to the Sandinista 
Pany. the FSLN, saw the polling 
process as technically orthodox 
and clean, within fair rules. The 
full range of Nicaraguan opinion, 
except incitement to armed opp- 
osition. was aired, whether in or 
outside the campaign proper. 
There is little doubt, moreover, 
that the Sandinistas retain the 
support of the majority of Nic- 
araguans. 

The real problem in gua- 
ranteeing a fair election here, 
however, is that over the past five 
years, the FSLN has filled the ins- 
titutional vuccum it was beq- 
ueathed to a point where party — 
or. more accurately, movement — 
and state have become near syn- 
onymous, 

the army, police, nei- 
ghbourhood defence committees, 
which sprang up during the rev- 
olution. and the television, all bear 
the name Sandinista and are under 
FSLN control. 

The opposition was neither org- 
anised nor coherent enough to res- 
ist this tendency and remains fee- 
bly divided on what to do about it. 

This development could, for a 


long time, be ignored while the 
country was distracted by other 
issues. Attention has centred on 
the need to rebuild the economy 
through the fastest- growing inv- 
estment rate in Latin America 
with yearly increases averaging 22 
per cent in 1979-1983: on bui- 
lding health and education sta- 
ndards through two popular mass 
mobilisations; and on the very real 
threat from the Contras, who have 
now spread the war to 11 of the 
country's 16 departments, killed 
some 7,300 people and caused 
damage estimated at $500 million. 

Additionally, the mixed eco- 
nomy model adopted by the San- 
dinistas. which still gives the pub- 
lic sector a less than 40 per cent 
share in national output, has pro- 
duced a powerful consensus. 

Similarly, the FSLN has man- 
aged to retain the loyalty of a sig- 
nificant slice of the large farm ind- 
ustry. which continues to invest. 

But not the least important is 
that many Nicaraguans enjoy 
wider liberties now than they had 
under the Somoza dictatorship 
and the overwhelming majority 
share in the newfound pride of 
being a sovereign, independent 
nation. 

At the final FSLN campaign 
rally of some 150.000 Managuans. 
Com andante Daniel Ortega. Nic- 
aragua's new president and for- 
mer junta leader, offered the 
crowd a bellicose speech, con- 
taining little more than "sov- 
ereignty and gallo pinto , national 
dignity and austerity,” as one 


commentator put it. referring to 
the country’s most staple dish of 
rice and beans. The crowd roared 
its approval. 

But though the nationalist hero, 
Gen. August Cesar Sandino, seen 
by all Nicaraguans as the pre- 
cursor of national independence, 
is at the centre of the FSLN trinity, 
he is flanked by.Marx and St. Paul, 
as one Sandinista writer phrased 
it. The mix is a potent one and has 
cut the ground out from und- 
erneath the Left, on the one hand, 
and Christian Democracy, a pow- 
erful force in the region, on the 
other. 

. Nicaragua's Christian Dem- 
ocrats are split into three small 
groups: one which has been in inf- 
ormal alliance with the San- 
dinistas, one with the Co- 
ordination Dcmocratica coalition 
party, and one with the U.S.- 
backed Contras. The Left is split 
into two orthodox Communist and 
one Maoist party, with some union 
influence but little political pro- 
jection. 

The right-wing Co-ordinadora 
Democrat ica. regarded inc- 
reasingly by the Sandinistas as an 
internal political front for the 
U.S.-backed Contras, refused to 
take part in the election. 

It claimed it did not offer ade- 
quate democratic guarantees. Sec- 
tors of the liberal and conservative 
parties agreed and also did not 
lake pan. 

The opposition showed no sign 
during the campaign that it might 
be able to, rally behind it anything 
like the breadth of support the 
Sandinistas enjoy. 

The odds facing the opposition 
in the short-term are fearsome. As 


a result, the centre and right is div- 
iding between the institutional 
option of trying to build on the 
space opened by these elections 
and the institutions they give rise 
to, and the confrontation option. 

The conservative Catholic 
Church hierarchy, perhaps the 
most powerful internal opposition 
force, does not yet appear to have 
made up its mind. 

The two traditional parties, the 
Independent Libera! and Con- 
servative Democrats, have spl- 
inters already in the Co- 
ordinadora, and further split 10 
days prior to the polls over whe- 
ther or not to stand. But despite 
these divisions early results gave 
each of the factions that did run 1 1 
to 12 per cent each of the vote. 

The Sandinistas are acutely 
aware of the dangers of the opp- 
osition going underground. Partly 
in response, they have set. up a 
"National Dialogue of all the par- 
ties to function in tandem with the 
more narrowly based constituent 
assembly. 

The war has a good deal to do 
with the FSLNTs monopoly of 
state institutions. The Sandinista 
background is more one of a mil- 
itary organisation which has ten- 
ded io improvise on ideology than 
of a hardline Leninist organisation 
intent on a one-party state. The 
war has kept armed Sandinismo in 
a state of almost permanent mob- 
ilisation. But the widespread bel- 
ief among its leaders that the U.S. 
might intervene directly to topple 
them appears genuine and not a 
pretext for maintaining their lead. 
— Financial Times news feature. 


about setting up a denuclearised 
zone in the Balkans. 

— A joint call with the leaders 
of India, Sweden, Argentina, 
Mexico and Tanzania for a world 
nuclear freeze. 

— A tightening of traditional 
Greek links with the Arab World, 
in particular with the Palestinian 
movement. 

Mr. Papandreou has won warm 
praise both from his supporters 
and from the Greek Communist 
Party for these initiatives, but con- 
servative Greeks have worried 
they could alienate WesLern sup- 
port in Greece's persistent dis- 
putes with Turkey. 

Athens and Ankara both dep- 
end on U.S. military aid. 

But on a flight back from Libya 
in September, Mr. Papandreou 
countered: "At this time the West 
needs us. not us the West.” 


He cited Chad, and Greece's 
help in June in securing access to 
consular officials for six Britons 
jailed in Libya. 

Today. Western analysts who 
have been sceptical in the past of 
Mr. Papandreou' s claims to be 
playing a major bridge-building 
role, said the Crete talks were a 
clear boost to his prestige. 

In an unusual turnaround, the 
conservative daily Mesimvrini — 
normally a sharp critic of Mr. Pap- 
andreou's foreign policy — car- 
ried the headline “Andreas pulled 
it off.” 

The pro-government new- 
spaper Vima said that even wit- 
hout the reported Franco-Libyan 
accord, the very fact that Mr. Pap- 
andreou had brought Mr. Mit- 
terrand and Col. Qadhafi together 
would have been a major fifip for, 
Greece and its prime Minister. 


British coal strike 
suffering setbacks

LONDON — After eight months 
of ugly riots, bitter words and har- 
dship, Britain's coal strike appears 
to be crumbling slowly. 

Lured by special pay bonuses 
and driven by disillusionment and 
poverty, hundreds of miners have 
been deserting the strike every 
day for two weeks, according to 
the state Coal Board. 

That claim is denied by the min- 
ers' union, which called the wal- 
kout to fight plans to close 20 pits. 
But whatever the facts there is no 
denying the strike leaders are on 
the defensive.- 

Their problem -is simple. Des- 
pite their longest-ever strike, they 
can hardly point to a single sign 
that they might win. 

There have been no peace talks 
for weeks and the board shows no 
inclination to negotiate again. 
Power cuts, long predicted, rem- 
ain a distant prospect. . 

Union allies show little sign of 
delivering on promises of “total 
support”, and the opposition 
Labour Party s backing has been 
weakened by a public row over 
strike tactics. 

The coal board and the right- 
wing Conservative government of 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher feel rhe tide is finally turning 
against the miners. 

The board says some 7,000 men 
have abandoned their strike in the 
last fortnight, tempted by the 
promise that they can earn up io 
1,400 sterling ($1,765) by Chr- 
istmas. 

A quarter of 'the lSO.ObO- 
slrong workforce refused to join 
the strike from the start and some 
men had already returned, so rhe 
new figures took the total working 
to about one-third. 

That means 58 of the 174 pits 
are turning out some coal, with 
national production about one- 
quarter of normal levels. 

National Union of Min- 
eworkers (NUM) leader Arthur 
Scargill dismisses the figures. But 
union sources say the leadership 
accepts privately the strike is 
being eroded. 

The union also faces isolation 
on another front. Violence has 
marked the dispute from the start, 
with scuffles and stone-throwing a 
daily occurrence on the lines of 
picketing strikers trying to dis- 
courage men going back to work. 

To the embarrassment of its all- 
ies. the NUM insists that the pol- 
ice alone are to blame. 

In one widely publicised inci- 
dent Norman Willis, leader of the 
umbrella body of British org- 
anised labour, the Trades Union 
Congress, was booed and jeered at 
a strike rally for condemning vio- 
lence as alien to union traditions. 

In the furore that followed, 
opposition Labour leader Neil 
Kinnock backed Mr. Willis. Mr. 
Kinnock had earlier declined to 
attend a series of strike rallies on 


the grounds his diary was full, a 
decision widely seen as distancing 
him from the NUM leadership. 

Polls show the strike is unp- 
opular with British voters and 
Mrs. Thatcher has exploited Mr. 
Kionock’s discomfort in backing 
the miners but opposing their tac- 
tics. 

.In a stinging parliamentary reb- 
uke this week, she accused him of 
lacking “the guts" to challenge 
picket violence himself. 

Labour sought firmer ground 
with an appeal to the NUM to bal- 
lot its members on the strike. This 
is something it h3d always refused 
to do and its answer to Labour was 
the same. 

The union leadership decided 
instead to promote behind- 
the-scenes efforts to get new talks 
under way, although there seems 
little chance these will succeed. 

In what may prove a turning 
point of the strike, the last peace 
talks broke down in acrimony on 
Oct. 31. 

Until then Mr. Scargill had been 
on the auack. and a real prospect 
had emerged that a separate dis- 
pute involving colliery foremen 
would close all the mines and end 
all production. 

But the foremen settled, the 
mines stayed open and the board’s 
resolve stiffened. At the same 
time the board switched its public 
relations policy and the con- 
troversial chairman. Ian Mac- 
Gregor. adopted a less prominent 
public role. 

One further blow for the NUM 
was a newspaper allegation that it 
had held discussions about fin- 
ancial help with the Libyan aut- 
horities. highly unpopular in Bri- 
tain since a policewoman was shot 
dead from a window of Libya’s 
London embassy in ApriL 

While the miners' strength in 
the public deabte has waned, the 
strike has made little apparent 
impact on coal supplies. 

Their hopes of outright victory 
have been pinned from the start 
on power cuts. A decade ago, they 
helped topple Prime Minister 
Edward Heath by choking off coal 
supplies to power stations and for- 
cing widespread blackouts. 

That weapon has been blunted 
this time, as the power industry 
was ready with huge coal stocks 
and the minority of working min- 
ers has ensured that fresh supplies 
never dried up. 

Coal imports have rocketed, old 
oil-fired power stations have been 
pressed back into service and new 
laws regulating picketing have 
prevented strike blockades. 

Ministers insist their will be no 
need for power cuts this winter, 
and as a warmer weather returns 
demand will turn down and the 
drain on stocks will slow again. 

For the moment, the gov- 
ernment appears to hold the str- 
onger cards, although at the pre- 
sent rate it will still be 1985 before 
even half the miners return to 
work. 
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Nola Rae says it all with her body

AMMAN — After the first few 
minutes when the sense of str- 
angeness has worn off a liule, 
when you've got used to the idea 
that there is only going to be one 
silent person on an empty black 
stage, the mime of Nola Rae bec- 
omes totally absorbing. The aud- 
ience at the first of three shows 
Rae is currently giving here in 
Amman at the Royal Cultural 
Centre, very quickly warmed to 
the series of characters the artist 
portrayed, sympathising with their 
furstrations, laughing at their ant- 
ics and sometimes even getting 
involved physically with the clo- 
wning. In a show that ranges from 
the very subtle to pure foolery, 
that says so much without a single 
word being spoken, Rae reveals 
that she is not only immensely cre- 
ative with a wide and diverse tal- 
ent, but that she has that ability, 
one of the most difficult of all, to 
make people really laugh. 

Humour has always been an 
important vehicle for getting ser- 
ious points across, but Rae feels, 
with mime at least, comedy has a 
more integral pan to play. "Mime 
lends itself so well to comedy that 
being a mime artist and not unsing 
humour would be rather like being 
a concert pianist and not playing 
Mozan." 


To many people, mime is stiUi an 
unfamiliar an form, although. 1 , as 
Rae says, it was probably man's 
first means of communication. 

“I wouldn’t say that mime 
comes from that, but there i$ alot 
of fundamental recognition in 
mime and the audience see not 
only through their eyes, but with 
their hearts and souls as wel',1 and. 
they see themselves mirrored. 
Also, rhe characters in mime deal 
in universal subjects such as : hun- 
ger, frustration, idiocy that need 
no cultural background." 

The vfor^mime actually comes

from Greek meaning to “play all” 
and in those days, as the tra- 
nslation of the word suggests, 
there was nothing speechless 
about mime. The silent mime is a 
relatively recent concept that 
came in with the 18th century 
when European Theatre was hea- 
vily censured. Fearing the inf- 
luence of ihe theatre and the adv- 
erse propaganda it could so easily 
spread, the ruling powers allowed 
only certain actors to talk on stage, 
licences to speak only being gra- 
nted to players who would give 
favourable impressions of their 
regimes. The rest of the cast, had to 
rely on getting their messages acr- 
oss using only gestures and facial 


expressions. . 

In this centuiy. mime was bro- ' 
ughi to the forefront by French- 
born Marcel Marceau, who, as one 
of the first and certainly the most 
famous solo artists developed 
mime into a whole new style with 
its own vocabulary of gestures and 
movements. For the last 30 years 
Marceau’s now classic style which 
involved the use of a white cos- 
tume on an bare black stage and 
no sets or props, was the one nea- 
rly all mime artists utilised. Now, 
however, they are slowly breaking 
away from his influence and sta- 
rting to develop their own styles. 

Rae’s style is, as she puts it, a 
"mixed media" which involves the 
use of props, sets, alot of music, 
downing and dance all of which 
are used to the full in this her “sui- 
tcase show", i.e. her touring show 
“Upper Cuts?’. “Upper Cuts' 1 
opens with a comic piece about 
ballet — a subject close to Rae’s 
own heart, who began her career 
as a dancer. 

“I always hoped to be a great 
dancer, I wanted to Margot Fon- 
teyne in fact I still do. 1 haven't 
given up hope,” she laughed, “but 
I didn’t have the right physical att- 
ributes and sustained many inj- 
uries. So I decided to change, but 
the problem was how could 1 use 
my training without using my 
voice.” 

Rae, a slim quiet almost res- 


erved person of great charm spe- 
aks with a very soft, femine voice 
not at all suiiawle for the stage. 
Mime thus seemed the perfect alt- 
emative especially as in Rae’s 
words by “keeping her mouth 
shut" she could and does play eve- 
rything from Lions to bureaucrats. 
In fact she plays masculine roles 
extremely convincingly. 

Getting the correct training in 
the field was not so easy, esp- 
ecially in London. It was at 
L'Ecole International de Mime 
Marcel Marceau in Paris that Rae 
finally learnt her techniques. 
Mime however is much more than 
just technique. ' 

“To be a mime artist you have 
to be master of many arts and one 
of the reasons it is such a difficult 
art is that you have to create all 
your own material — there are no 
mime writers.” 

Drawing on her own exp- 
eriences or sometimes adapting 
fables and stories Rae thus create 
all her own programmes and after 
this her 20th tour sponsored by 
the British Council, which takes- 
her on to Senegal and Ghana, Rae 
will return to England to rehearse 
her latest show "the Urge”. 

With wonderfully funny ske- 
tches like “The Conductor" and 
the hilarious clowning of the: 
“Court Jester" — don’t sit neair 
the front if you fear for your sanitv 
— "Upper Cuts” is a remarkably 
entertaining evening that will 
appeal to children over the age oif 
10 and adults alike. 


Rediscovered Japanese silent films enjoy revival

FRANKFURT — Ten Japanese 
silent movies from the J920s and 
1930s. forgotten and gathering 
dust for some 20 years in a private 
collection, are now enjoying a 
second world premiere here. 

The painstakingly-restored 
films had Iain in the Tokyo arc- 
hives of Shunsui Matsuda. Japan's 
largest private film collection, but 
all are now on show for the first 
time outside the country as pan 
of a ma jor festival here this month 
featuring 102 Japanese films. 

Mr. Matsuda. in Frankfurt for 
the opening night of the festival, 
told Reuters; "Japanese directors 


of the 1930s were young and pol- 
itically committed... but by the 
1950s the commercial aspect had 
gained the upper hand." 

The 10 silent movies are rated 
by Dieter Reifarth, director of the 
communal cinema which is org- 
anising the festival, as prime exa- 
mples of the early Japanese fea- 
ture film. Once tracked down, it 
was a simple matter to persuade 
Mr. Matsuda to release the films 
for a run. he said. 

Before they could be shown on 
modem equipment, fragments of 
the originals had to be pieced tog- 
ether by Mr. Matsuda, then ref- 
ilmed on modern celluloid. The 
.original “nitrate celluloid” runs 
the risk of bursting into flames 
with modem projectors. 


Although from the silent hey- 
day, some of the films are acc- 
ompanied by original recordings 
of performances by "benshis,” 
narrators hired by Japanese cin- 
emas in the 1920s and 1930s to 
explain the pictures. With the 
advent of talking pictures as the 
1930s progressed, the benshis one 
by one lost their jobs. 

But Mr. Matsuda, who is in his 
'60s and claims to be Japan's last 
active benshi, revived the custom 
on the opening night here with a 
Japanese commentary on the 
1930s film "OnoGaTsumi” (own 
fault), a moral tale of class dif- 
ferences centring on an ill- 
egitimate child. 

The rest of the 102 films have 
been loaned by Tokyo's National 


Museum of Modem Art an;d other 
institutes in Japan and V/estem 
Europe. 

Most of the 10 silents belong to 
the “samurai” genre, telling tales 
of Japan's fearsome ancient war- 
riors, equivalent to Europe’ s med- 
ieval knights. 

The oldest of the films. Shozo 
Makino’s“Chtishingura” (storyof 
loyal followers), was produced in 
either 1913 or 1917 and .is based 
on an ISth century Japanese play 
relating the fate of Samurai fol- 
lowing their lord to death. 

But it was not until 1951 that 
another samurai film, Akira Kur- 
osawa's “Rashomon”, ! sparked 
international acclaim for Japan's 
cinema by winning the Grand Prix 


at the Venice Film Festival. 

“Rashomon” is not included in 
the current festival, but some of 
the director's other samurai films 
are, notably "Shichinin No Sam- 
urai” (seven samurai) from 1954 
and the highly acclaimed "Kag- 
erausha” (shadow or a warrior) 
made i n 19 80. 

The films enjoyed a heday bef- 
ore World War II, but after being 
banned briefly by Japan’s U.S. 
administration immediately aft- 
erwards, never regained their 
former stature. Akira' Shimizii, 
director of Japan's Kawakita 
Memorial Film Institute said. . 

As in Europe, the Japanese cin- 
ema has suffered at the hands of 
television over the last two dec- 


ades, Mr. Shimizu told Reuters, 
with the Japanese now visiting the 
cinema on average just once a year 
compared with once a month in 
1958. 

But this decline has in turn red- 
uced the dominance of large pro- 
ducers on the set and young dir- 
ectors are beginning once again 
to take more freedom to explore 
political themes of their own cho- 
ice and experiment, Mr. Shimizu 
said. 

Works by young directors here 
include early films of Nagisa Qsh- 
ima, who later gained int- 
ernational recognition for; his 
“ Merry Christmas, Mr. Law- 
rence” starring rock star David 
Bowie. 


The rise and rise of Italian designer Luciano Soprani 

Alan Friedman describes the pursuit of success by Luciano Soprani, a

MILAN — “I am feeling very res- 
dess today,” says Luciano Sop- 
rani. pacing about his elegant off- 
- ice in the heart of Milan’s fashion 
district. The 3R-year-old designer. 
•' who is one of Italy's fastest rising 
fashion stars, threw open the win- 
dows and sat down to light the first 
• of many Marlboros he would 
smoke in the course of an hour. 

Mr. Soprani, the son of a wea- 

• . Ithy landowner in the Emilia 

• f Romagna region of northern cen- 

tral Italy, is a small businessman 
with reasons to be both proud and 
nervous. 

On the one hand sales of his 
. - men's and women's fashion lines 
have jumped to an annual tur- 
nover of L2S billion ($15 million). 
Boutiques bearing his name — but 
not owned by him — are sch- 
eduled to open in Tokyo, New 
•• York, Dallas and Beverly Hills. 
The new Milan boutique, which 
opened in September, sold our 
three months of stock worth L2 00 


million ($106,000) in its first 
week. . 

But the ethereal Soprani (“I 
don't like finance” ) admits that he 
has problems: his staff of four exe- 
cutives and 1 2 clerical assistants is 
insufficient and he needs a mar- 
keting director. His lack of control 
over distribution and marketing is 
worrying and his reliance upon 
one major clothing manufacturer 
for much of his production needs 
to be reduced. He needs to earn 
more than just consulting fees and 
royalties on the sale of his lines. 

Mr. Soprani was originally 
meant to be a farmer. His parents, 
who are in the dairy farming bus- 
iness, sent him to agricultural sch- 
ool in the hopes that he would take 
over the family holdings. "They 
have only just forgiven me for 
abandoning my heritage.” exp- 
lains a smiling Soprani, only half- 
joking. 

At the age of 20 he decided that 
he preferred to design clothing 


and workedfor 10 yearaas an ass- ; . rani's partner, Dilio Ortagoza, a 
istant designer not far from his bir> Venezuelan. As Mr. Soprani puts 
thplace.

ergoing a period of acceptance 
internationally, he came to Milan. 

Until 19R0, Mr. Soprani des- 
igned for others, for Basile. Hel- 
yett and lesser names. He also des- 
igned for Gucci. Then, following 
in the footsteps of his elders in 
Milanese fashion, he decided to 
launch his own line in the Spring of 
1980. Production was and is con- 
tracted to Basile. which has Mr. 
Soprani on contract until 1986. 
Mr. Soprani's royalties on sales of 
his lines amount to only around 10 
per cent. 

His first women’s collection in 
1980 produced L3 billion ($1.6 
million) of sales to American and 
other foreign buyers. This was a 
respectable showing for a man 
who employed only two assistants 
at the time and worked from a stu- 
dio in his apartment. 

The Soprani line was started 
with an investment of L750 mil- 
lion which came from Mr. Sop- 


ance. 

Now, Mr. Soprani has a steadily 
growing reputation, two sets of 
offices in central Milan and a bou- 
tique which sells his lines reLail, 
four collections a year (two 
women's and two men’s) and 
plans for ambitious expansion. 
The problem is his apparent lack 
of a firm grip on the management 
of his activities. 

This year Mr. Soprani's tur- 
nover from women’s lines will be 
around Lire 20 billion. His men's 
collection of classically tailored 
English-style clothes should bring 
in nearly Lire 3 billion of sales. 
Accessories (ties, hats, umbrellas) 
will account for a further Lire 5 
billion of turnover. There are 
plans for Soprani sunglasses, per- 
. fumes and even furniture cov- 
erings. 

Kashi yam a. the Japanese tra- 
ding group, opened the Milan 
boutique under the Soprani name, 
largely because the company 


wants to import Soprani lines into 
Japan and open a Tokyo boutique 
next year. Mr. Soprani say% Kas- 
hiyama will probably purchase 
around $1 million of his fashions 
next year for the Japanese market. 
^ ! 

Likewise, an American investor 

is financing boutiques in the Sta- 
tes, which Mr. Soprani says wfll 
open in Beverly Hills next Feb- 
ruary, in Dallas next summer and 
in New York in early 1986. But at 
present Mr. Soprani does not own 
the boutiques and gets only 10 per 
cent royalty on sales by the man- 
ufacturer, Basile. 

The value of the shops lies in 
promoting the Soprani name aro- 
und the world. They are not fra- 
nchised; Soprani is paid nothing 

for the use of his name. 

• 

This, year the net profit of Sop- 
rani's business is likely to be aro- 
und L700 million ($372,000). 
This is after deducting costs and 
taxes from the L5 billion expected 
from royalties and consultancy 
fees in respect of his work for 
other designers. Overheads are 
budgeted at LI .6 billion and 


advertising/publicity will cost LI .2 
billion. Soprani says he pays 50 
r per cent in taxes, which is high for 
Italy. 

Mr. Soprani says he has no net 
indebtedness, but points out that 
his company’s cash balance of 
around Lire 800 million (equal to 
around one year's net income) 
rends to be dipped into quite fre- 
quently for operating expenses. 

Turning from finance to clothes, 
a glow comes over his face. “My 
clothes are not just to be worn at 
parties or balls. They are for the 
modem woman.” 

But the "modem woman” who 
buys Soprani fashion can pay up to 
$3,000 for an evening gown or 
$200 for a blouse. The prices are 
“outrageously expensive”, says 
Soprani with a devilish grin. Bui 
there is no lack of customers. 

If only Luciano Soprani could 
take more control of his spreading 
interests — which will take time — 
then he could lay claim to a larger 
part of Soprani receipts. — Fin- 
ancial Times news feature.

THE JORDAN Cine-Club 
early February opened its win- 
ter season with a condensed 
programme a of two weekly 
shows followed by elaborate 
discussion of the content and 
cinematic techniques of the 
shown films, Cine-Club pre- 
sident Hassan Abu Ghanimeh 
told the Jordan Times. 

In addition to specially- 
selected films for club aud- 
ience, early shows of films seen 
by the Amman ordinary public 
are being given for debate, Mr. 
Abu Ghanimeh said. This 
helps us assess the status quo 
situation regarding artistic sta- 
ndards and public taste, a con- 
dition of prime necessity for 
alleviating general viewing sta- 
ndards in Jordan, he pointed 
out. 

Speaking of lasL Saturday’s 
show of “The Man Who Loved 
Women,” — director Ame- 
rican Black Edwards — the 
Cine-Club president expressed 
concern over the cutting off by 
the sensor of some essential 
scenes in the film without due 
consideration to the fact that 
they violate no public taste and 
are necessary for establishing 
tbe dramatic 'sequence in the 
film and arriving at subtle con- 
slusions with regard to its 
story-line. 

This is a cine-club audience, 
Hassan said, and this is the first 
time such scenes are dealt with 
“classically”, he mumbled. 

The Man Who Loved 
Women show drew quite a 
good audience and the dis- 
cussion that followed con- 
centrated on the analysis of the 
leading character, a frustrated 
gifted sculptor who to no effect 
seeks satisfaction through, 
endlessly approaching women 
he meets. His emotional fru- 
stration is matched by a par- 
allel one crippling his creative 
abilities as an artist. The role, 
exquisitely performed by Burt 


Reynolds, is a complicated one 
that painstakingly interacted 
with the unusual performance 
of Julie Andrews as the 
psycho-analyst. The com- 
bination of the two gave their 
our-of-coatext love story a 
special flavour, adding to the 
touch of tragi-coroedy the pic- 
ture presents. 

Asked if the alternate shows 
at the Rainbow Theatre on 
Saturdays and the Opera The- 
atre on Mondays do not affect 
the regularity of attendance by 
club members and guests, the 
club president stressed that 
there is an established aud- 
ience of club members and 
their friends, who are steadily 
increasing, besides cinema 
fans. “We mean to popularise 
good cinema against a bac- 
kground of cheap and pointless 
culture cinematique that has 
been reared for years and 
years,” the man who can give 
you answers to questions about 
almost any film said. : 

Monda/s show (today). 
Hassan said, is a mockery of 
the long established Tarazan 
legend, with its colonialist app- 
roach to the “white man’s — 
European — superiority and 
humanitarianism.” 

The film, Greystoke — The 
Legend of Tarazan Lord of 
Apes, by director Hugh Hud- 
son, brings the jungle man to 
Edwardian London and faces 
him with the dilemma of rec- 
eiving a "civilised" citizenship 
or returning to the jungle and 
its primitive loyalties of the 
ape. Lost between savage att-

Hud- 
son's Tarazan is no ordinary- 
adventure one that is only 
meant to amuse. 

We are trying to build, slo- 
wly but enthusiastically, a film 
audience of a broad spectrum 
that confronts the industry with 
a critical taste, Hassan Abu 
Ghanimeh concludes.

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Lendl too powerful for Jarryd ; 1 Platini early goal not 


ANTWERP, Belgium (R) — Ivan Lendl picked up 
$200,000 and his second major tennis title in a week 
. with an easy 6-2, 6-1, 6-2 victory over Anders Jarryd * 
-of Sweden in the final of the European Champions’ 
Championship here Sunday. 


The Czechoslovak, winner last 
Sunday of the London Grand Prix 
tournament, was far too powerful 
for Jarryd. who showed signs of 
tiredness after his bruising three- 
hour semifinal against Ramesh 
Krishnan of India Saturday night. 

“He was playing very well,*' 
Jarryd said after the match, adding 
that he was most disappointed by 
the margin of defeat. “Maybe 
even if I had played normally I 
would have lost anyway.” 

Lendl, who won the first tou- 
rnament here in 1982. said he had 
been determined not to allow Jar- 
ryd to repeat his shock win in Syd- 
ney earlier this year. 

"In Sydney he caught me by 
surprise with his tactics, but this 
time I was ready for it. He must 
have been a little bit surprised.” 
The win proved once again that 
with American John McEnroe out 
of the way Lendl is virtually uns- 
toppable. McEnroe pulled out of 
the London and Antwerp events 
after receiving a 21 -day sus- 
pension for misbehaviour during 
his Scandinavian Open semifinal 


against Jarryd. 

Lendl now needs to win here 
just once more to take home the* 
trophy, a diamond-encrusted gold 
tennis racket worth about: 
5700,000. 

The Antwerp Diamonds* Cup., 
as it is known, is awarded to the 
player who wins the championship' 
three times in five consecutive 


years. 

"They won’t get it back again.”' 
Lendl said. 

Lendl started the final con- 
fidently, forcing the Swede to 
deuce in his first service game and 
breaking him in his second. 

Jarryd clung to his third serve to 
pull back to 3-2 down but was 
broken again in the seventh game 
and gained only one point in the 
eighth before Lendl took the first 
set. 

After a disastrous start in the 
second. Jarryd produced two sup- 
erb crosscourt shots to win the 
third game on his serve, but it was 
to be the only obstacle on Lendl's 
relentless march.

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PARIS (R) — The Paris-based 
International Energy Agency 
(3EA)» set up by Indus trial cou- 
ntries after the 1973 oil crisis to 
secure more reliable energy sup- 
plies. celebrates its 10th ann- 
iversary Sunday with the int-, 
ernational market awash with oil 
and consumers in an apparently ■ 
very strong position. 

Executive Director Helga Steeg 
warned, however, that the ple- 
ntiful supplies and low spot prices 
might be merely a short-term 
phenomenon and that industrial 
countries were in danger of dri- 
fting back to dependence on Mid- 
dle East oil. 

M$. Steeg told Reuters in an 
interview here that oil resources in 
the DEA's member countries, 
which comprise 21 industrial 
non-communist nations, would . 
decline towards the end of this 
decade and the beginning of the 
next. 

“That would definitely mean 
that the demand for oil imports 
would increase if we do not con- 
tinue with our efforts on energy 
conservation and efficiency, res- 
earch and development and coo- 
peration in developing alternative 
sources of energy,” she said. 

Oils’ s share of the industrial 
world's energy consumption has 
fallen to 43 per cent from 51 per 
cent 10 years ago and the IE A 


believes that, with radical alt- 
ernative energy policies, it can be 
cut to 30 per cent by the end of the 
century. 

It would like to see the share 
taken by coal raised to around 30 
per cent, natural gas to 17 per 
cent, nuclear energy to 12 per cent 
and hydro and other renewable 
energy sources to 10 per cent. 

Ms. Steeg acknowledged that a. 
policy encouraging the use of nuc- 
lear fuel and coal faced opposition 
from environmental groups in 
many countries but said that the 
technology existed to overcome 
environmental problems and that 
diversification should be an imp- 
ortant element in the West’s ene- 
rgy strategy. 

Referring to the damage to the 
world economy caused by the 160 
per cent rise in oil prices in 1979 
and 1 980 — the result of the Ira- 
nian revolution and the Iran-lraq 
war — she said that “the overall 
goal certainly is hot to let it hap- 
pen again”. 

In 1979 the industrialised cou- 
ntries lacked the means to nalm 
the market as their governments 
did not control enough stocks to 
make an impact. Now the sit- 
uation 'has changed considerably.

High noon approaches for GATT

GENEVA — Ten years ago. in a 
desperate attempt to prevent the 
collapse - of the Western textiles 
and clothing industries, the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) agreed to bend its 
rules and allow a short-term mea- 
sure of protectionism. 

The intention, with the creation 
of the Multi-Fibre Arrangement 
(MFA). was to give Europe and 
America time to reorganise their 
industries against a tidal wave of 
cheap socks, sheets, shirts, yarns 
and fibres coming from countries 
such as Hong Kong, South Korea 
and Taiwan. 

The short term inevitably tur- 
ned into the medium term as job 
losses mounted and as Hong Kong 
and South Korea were joined by 
even cheaper producing countries 
such as Indonesia and Sri Lanka. 

Now. even though the worst of 
the recession is over, the medium 
-term-threateoma turn Jnto-the. 
long term following the loss of 
over 1 .5 million jobs in Europe in 
the decade of the MFA, a loss 
which, of course, reflects pro- 
ductivity improvements as well as 
imports. 

Trade representatives from 
more than 50 countries are cur- 
rently enmeshed in an agonising 
and difficult debate at GATT’s 
sombre headquarters on the shore 
of Lake Geneva on how to prevent 
this. 

They have been given until next 
July to produce a report on how 
the MFA has worked over the last 
decade and what should follow it 
when it expires in July 1 986. 

Mr. Arthur Dunkel. director-' 
general of GATT, already has 
before him two vital documents. 

One, from the Textile Sur- 
veillance Body, the GATT group 
that monitors the MFA, claims 
that little or no headway has been 


made in the objectives of ach- 
ieving the reduction of barriers 
and the progressive liberalisation 
of world trade. 

The other, from GATTs eco- 
nomic secretariat, aJJ bur con- 
cluded in a report entitled “Tex- 
tiles and Clothing in the World- 
Economy”, that the MFA had 
been a mistake. 

Mr. Dunk el is only too aware 
that G'Xtf s function is to pro- 
mote world trade, not regulate it, 
and he is being extremely cautious 
about when it might be possible to 
put a stop to the MFA, 

He has to reconcile differences 
between the supplier nations, 
which want an immediate end to 
the MFA, and Western industrial 
interests who want it to continue 
after July 1986.' 

Mr. Dunkel accepts the main 
premise of the economic report — 
that other Western industries, 
such as electronics, television, 
steel, shipbuilding, cars, have all 
had to face the same problem of 
cheaper products from the newly 
industrialised low-cost suppliers 
and have managed to do it without' 
erecting barriers. There was — or, 
to be more precise, ought to be — 
nothing special about textiles and 
clothing. 

Mr. Philippe Leclercq, pre- 
sident of Comitextil, the Eur- 
opean organisation of textile pro- 
ducers. said: “It is better to have 
order in international trade than 
disorder. We are convinced that a 
continuing regime is essential and 
that there is no realistic alternative 
to MFA.” 

- In a report, backed by AEIH, 
the European clothing body, 
Comitextil claimed that the MFA 
had actually brought about an 
expansion of trade and that any 
return to the general rules of 
GATT would be no answer. 


Comitextil pointed out that clo- 
thing sent to Pakistan has to climb 
over a 192 per cent tariff. To get 
into Egypt it has to go over a 145' 
per cent hurdle. Europe may imp- 
ose quotas on goods from these 
and other countries but its tariff 
barrier is on average 1 3.5 per cent._ 

The suppliers dispute this. They 
brandish Textiles and Clothing in 
the World Economy as their bible 
and want an immediate return to 
free trade, operating under GATT 
rules, from Aug. 1, 1986. 

If they win the argument in 
GATT they would get unfettered 
access to Western markets again. 
But they would be under no obl- 
igation to dismantle their tariff 
barriers since these are imposed 
for balance of payments reasons 
and so far permissible under 
GATT rules. 

Most of the low-cost countries- 
privately concede that the com- 
plete abolition crf-the-MFA on July- 
31, 1986 is simply not feasible. 

If the West were to give an und- 
ertaking that any extension of the 
MFA after July 1986 would be the 
last such extension and that its 
provisions would be constantly 
and consistently observed, most 
would accept one more period of 
grace. 

But the question is: How long 
would they accept? And, a sub- 
sidiary question: “What would 
they demand of the West in ret- 
urn?” • 

Hopes of finding some common 
ground have, unfortunately, been 
made much more difficult by the 
intransigence of the Americans 
this year. 

Under considerable pressure 
from the very strong textile lobby 
in Washington, President Reagan 
has tightened the screw on imports 
from many Far Eastern countries 


by reviewing already agreed levels 
of imports. This has greatly soured 
the atmosphere in Geneva. 

The suppliers feel badly treated. 

The U.S. had “abused the con- 
sultative mechanism" according 
to Sr. Sergio Delgardo, the Mex- 
. ican delegate in Geneva. 

Even the European Community 
(EC) found itself in the Third 
World camp when the U.S. actions 
were condemned by a massive 
50-1 vote. 

Despite Washington muddying 
the waters, many delegates in 
Geneva feel that a final extension 
of the MFA of between six and 10 
years could be acceptable. 

An important aim for them is to 
avoid being placed in a position 
where the negotiations preceding 
the end take place in a U.S. pre- 
sidential election year. An- MFA 
that ends in 1988. 1992 or 1996 
has therefore to be avoided at all 
costs. 

Mr. Dunkel is aware that there 
are wider issues. "The outcome of 
the reconsideration of the MFA 
will have implications that go far 
beyond the textiles and clothing 
field." he said. 

The case for freer trade has 
been given powerful support at 
the highest level. When GATT 
ministers called, in 1982, for a 
report on the workings of the 
MFA — a report that is now being 
drawn up — the clear assumption 
was that trade liberalisation was a 
good thing in itself. 

It is not a sentiment every ind- 
ustrialist in the West would eod- 
-orse. Nor would every supplier 
who has profited from the quota 
systems that have proliferated in 
the Third World as a consequence 
of the MFA. But it is one both 
sides will soon have to accept — 
Financial Times news feature. 


Iran is trying to boost oil exports 
by offering price cuts, traders say 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iran appears to have launched a 
big effort to boost crude oil exports, according to 
diplomatic, oil and shipping sources. 


After three months in which 
Iran refused to offer large dis- 
counts on official prices for its 
crude, oil traders in London, 
Tokyo and New York now say it is 
trying to* stimulate sales by off- 
ering price cuts on its light crude of 
up to S2 a barrel and possibly 
more. 

With a month-long lull in Iraqi 
attacks on ships using Iranian 
ports, the number of tankers cal- 
ling at the main. Iranian oil ter- 
minal of Kharg island has risen 
significantly and oil industry sou- 
rces report a large number of Ira- 
nian cargoes are now starting to 
reach the world oil market. 

In Tehran, diplomats told Reu- 
ters a dozen tankers were cha- 
rtered to load oil at Kharg in early 
November and said Iran appears 
to be trying to counter a drop in 
foreign exchange reserves, which 
may have reached levels it regards 
as unacceptably low. 

Iran agreed to a temporary 
100,000 barrels per day (b/d) cut 
in its 2.4 million b/d quota at last 
month's Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) oil minister's meeting in 
Geneva. 


The reduction was part of a 
temporary cut in the 13-member 
organisation's overall output cei- 
ling to 16 million b/d from 17.5 
million designed to prop up oil 
prices. 

Oil industry sources say the Ira- 
nian cut was widely regarded as 
symbolic because since August its 
output has been running at 1.75 
million b/d or less, and exports at 
a maximum one million h/d. The 
Increases in exports would not 
necessarily involve a breach of its 
new quota, they said. 

Without big price discounts, 
Iran finds it difficult to sell its oil 
because of the high insurance 
premiums and freight rates cha- 
rged on ships calling at its ports — 
a result of Iraqi attacks on tankers 
in the four-year-old Gulf war. 

Even though there have been 
no confirmed Iraqi air attacks on 
shipping since Oct. 1 5, when the 
108, 721 -ton Iranian tanker Siv- 
and was hit and set on fire near 
Kharg, high freight and insurance 
rates remain in force. 

Tehran diplomats said the tri- 
gger for Iran's oil sales drive may 
be a fall in hard currency reserves, 
which they estimated could have- 


Reagan, aides seek 
key to deficit puzzle 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan and his aides are seeking 
to piece together a deficit red- 
uction strategy to stem a tide of 
red ink that seems to grow larger 
each day. 

Jolted by news that the gov- 
ernment budget deficit may reach 
a record $210 billion -in the fin- 
ancial year that began in October 
and by warnings that it could go' 
still higher if the economic slo- 
wdown persists, Mr. Reagan has 
ordered his staff to have some 
proposals ready for decision bef- 
ore the end of this month. 

During his successful reelection 
campaign, Mr. Reagan repeatedly 
said deficits could be wiped out by 
spending cuts and -extra revenues 
from continued economic exp- 
ansion. 

Mr. Reagan's aides are now 
wrestling with a variety of spe- 
nding restraint schemes and are 
known to be concentrating oa 
government and military pen- 
sions, government loan pro- 
grammes, health care for the aged, 
and farm price subsidies. 

Military spending is virtually off - 
limits, however. 

They need $40 billion in cuts to 
offset the deterioration in the def- 
icit since an August forecast pro- 
jected a budget imbalance of $172 
billion. 

The political makeup of Con- 
gress suggests their plans will face 
tough going. 

Opposition Democrats who 
control the .House of Rep- 
resentatives want to restrain mil- 
itary spending and leave domestic 
programmes relatively unscathed. 


A similar fight is likely in the Sen- 
ate, which is almost evenly split 
between the two parties. 

Weaft economic growth has alr- 
eady helped to drive adm- 
inistration deficit projections up 
from the $ 1 72 billion forecast and 
major economic indicators rel- 
eased in the past week suggest a 
rebound is not at hand. 

Industrial production, an imp- 
ortant indicator of future eco- 
nomic trends, was unchanged in 
October after falling sharply the 
month before and is 0.3 per cent 
below July’s level. 

Two key measures of consumer 
sentiment, retail sales and con- 
sumer credit, were also weak, with 
retail sales falling in October. 

The explosion in the deficits 
makes it less likely the Federal 
Reserve Board. (Fed) the U.S., 
central bank, will pump enough 
money into the economy to allow 
economic expansion at the four 
per cent rate t argetted by the adm- 
inistration. 

“We think overly tight money 
policy contributed to the slo- 
wdown in growth,” a top eco- 
nomic official told Reuters.

Wheelock. with a fleet of more 
than 40 ships and facing financial 
difficulties of its own due to a 


weak world shipping market, bar- 
tered 12 bulk carriers for $100 
.million worth of Iranian oil. the 
sources said. 

They did not know when the oil 
would be delivered. 

According to oil industiy sou- 
rces the most worrying feature of 
the Iranian move is not the extra 
oil now findi ng its way to the world 
oil market, but the willingness of 
another OPEC country to dis- 
count oil prices. 

The official price of Iran’s light 
crude fixed in March 1983 is $28 a 
barrel, while its medium/hcavy 
crude sells officially for $27.10. 
unchanged since October 1983. 

Nigeria's decision to cut prices 
fast month to match price cuts by 
North Sea producers triggered last 
month's emergency OPEC mee- 
ting. 

Meanwhile. Nigerian leader 
Major General Mohammad Buh-_ 
ari was quoted Sunday as saying 
his country hopes to raise its oil 
price by the year end. 

Major General Buhari. who 
left Saudi Arabia Saturday after a 
' two-day visit which included a 
meeting with King Fahd, was quo- 
ted by the English-language new-, 
spaper Arab News as saying: ** We 
are watching the oil market and 
we hope to raise our price by the ^

Soviet Bloc ships were sailing 
toward Nicaragua with munitions 
for the Sandinists.

“I think the ones that went thr- 
ough the canal have declared that 
they have some military equ- 
ipment on — trucks and military 
vehicles.

In Nicaragua Saturday night, 
port officials said three Soviet fre- 
ighters loaded with urgently nee- 
ded food and medicine as well as 
newsprint and construction mac- 
hinery had docked in the Pacific 
port of Corinto. 

The officials said there were no 
arms or munitions on any of the 


vessels, named as the Nov- 
ogrudovok, Anna Uianova and 
Ilya. 

Nicaragua, fighting a war on 
two fronts against rebels based in 
Honduras and Costa Rica, is des- 
perately short of a wide range of 
basic goods. 

The United States has financed 
and trained the rebels and cut off 
aid to Nicaragua, accusing it of 
promoting turmoil in Central 
America by trying to export its 
Marxist revolution. 

U.S. intelligence reports last 
week that a Soviet freighter was 
carrying MiG-21 fighter planes to 
Nicaragua sparked a crisis in 
Managua. 

Washington said delivery of the 
MiGs to Nicaragua would upset 
the balance of power in the region. 

No MiGs were delivered but 
Nicaragua, fearing a U.S. inv- 
asion. put its 60,000 troops pn full 
alert and mobilised and armed 
thousands of civilians. 


OAS backs Contadora peace efforts 


BRASILIA (R) — The Org- 
anisation of American States 
(OAS) ended its 14th annual gen- 
eral assembly Saturday night by 
approving a resolution backing 
efforts of the so-called Contadora 
Group to find a peaceful solution 
to conflicts in Central America. 

The support for Contadora was 
one of nearly 50 resolutions on 
issues ranging from drugs and 
human rights to the disputed Fal- 
klands Islands passed by the final 
plenary session of- the 31 -member 
body. 


Closing the six-day meeting, 
Brazilian Foreign Minister Ram- 
iro Saraiva Guerreiro thanked 
delegates for their willingness to 
restore confidence in the OAS. 

Bolivian Foreign Minister Gus- 
tavo Fernandez said the Brazilia 
meeting would be remembered 
for the “political consensus" that 
members showed over the need to 
find solutions to the region's great 
problems. 

The meeting has been ove- 
rshadowed at its outset by a rising 
war of words between the United 


Stales and Nicaragua, with the 
Central American country acc- 
using Washington of planning to 
invade it. The United States den- 
ied any such intention. 

Despite the unanimous vote in 
support of the efforts of the four- 
counfry Contadora. comprising 
Panama. Venezuela. Mexico and 
Colombia, Washington expressed 
reservations during the meeting 
about the lack of guarantees in the 
group's peace plan for inspection 
and verification of arsenals and 
forces. 


Pakistan again denies Indian charges 

ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistan 
has issued its third statement in 
four days countering Indian cha- 
rges that it encouraged Sikhs on a 
religious pilgrimage here to pro- 
test against New Delhi. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
Saturday night cast doubt on New 
Delhi's complaints that one of its 
officials accompanying pilgrims 
from India had been beaten up by 
Stkhs living abroad. 

The incident, which occurred 
during the Sikhs' tour of their holy 
shrines in Pakistan earlier this 
month, was one of several cited by 
New Delhi to accuse Islamabad of 
encouraging Sikh separatists acr- 
oss the border in India's Punjab 
state. 

Authoritative sources in New 
Delhi sa id India's Ambassador to 
Islamabad, K.D. Sharma, was 
summoned to the capital and told 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi that 
Pakistan had feted extremist lea- 
ders during ihcir visit there. 

Saturday night's statement con- 
firmed Indian charges that an Ind- 
ian official. O.P.Tandon. was inv- 
olved in a scuffle with three Sikhs 
in Lahore on Nov. 10. Indian dip- 
lomats said the Sikhs had come 
from Canada. 

Bui the statement said Tandon 
showed no signs of injury and had 
declined an offer for an official 
inquiry into the incident, pre- 
ferring to leave for India the next 
day. 

The pilgrims said Tandon was 


an intelligence officer who had 
been following them, searching 
their belongings and Otherwise 
harassing them, the statement 
said. 

The row which has erupted after 
the pilgrimage, an annual visit to 
the birthplace of the Sikh rel- 
igion's founder near Lahore, has 
dashed hopes of quick imp- 
rovement in relations between the 
two countries following the ass- 
assination of Indira Gandhi. 

“It looks like we're back to the 
same old bickering we had before 
Mrs. Gandhi was killed,” one 
Western diplomat said. 

Several envoys here said they 
felt India was reacting with acute 
sensitivity to events during the pil- 
grimage. which was attended by 
1 ,600 Indian Sikhs and about 400 
Sikhs from other countries. 

But they said they failed to und 1 
erstand why Pakistan, whose pre- 
sident had promised that no sep- 
aratists would be issued visas, all- 
owed several separatist leaders in 
and printed an interview with one 
on the front page of its gov- 
ernment newspaper. 

Senior Pakistani officials have 
attributed both developments to 
mistakes made by their embassies 
abroad and by the newspaper, the 
Pakistan Times. 

Mr. Sharma said the extremists, 
supporters of a campaign in Wes-

PTI said investigators also fea- 
red there were other hit squads at 
large, planning attacks on Rajiv 
Gandhi and his family as well as 
President Zail Singh, a Sikh. 

Poland arrests 
exile who 
entered illegally 

WARSAW (R) — Polish police 
have arrested a former gov- 
ernment minister who defected to 
Albania in 1966 to set up a 
Stalinist-style Communist Party in 
exile. 

An Interior Ministry statement 
broadcast by state television said 
Kazimierz Mijal, who entered 
Poland with forged documents, 
was detained on Friday but gave 
few other details. 

The statement said Mijal had 
curried out anti-Polish activities 
from foreign countries and str- 
essed his propaganda attacks on 
the development of relations bet- 
ween the Communist authorities 
and the Roman Catholic Church. 

The television announcement 
of his arrest followed immediately 
after a report on investigations 
into the murder of anti- 
communist Priest Jerzy Pop- 
iciuszko by security police officers 
last month. 

The report said intensive efforts 
were continuing to find possible 
instigators ot the murder, which 
has set off a crisis in the ruling 
Communist Party. 

Prime Minister Wojciech Jar- 
uzelski said Fr. Popieluv.ko’s kil- 
ling. which deeply shocked this 
predominantly Catholic country, 
was a direct attack by hardliners 
on his leadership of the party. 

Western diplomatic sources, 
while noting that the reports on 
MijaTs arrest and progress in the 
Fr. Popieluszko investigation fol- 
lowed each other, said there was 
not necessarily an immediate link 
between them. 

The Interior Ministry said Mijal 
"arrived in Poland illegally, on 
fake documents, with the help of a 
small group of his adherents in 
Poland."

Indian floods 

NEW DELHI (R) — More than 
Y60 people have been killed by a 
cyclone which swept through two 
south Indian states and badly 
damaged India's main rocket tes- 
ting centre, the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) reported Sunday. 

The news agency said military 
helicopters, naval vessels and tro- 
ops were called in to rescue vic- 
tims of the floods, caused by a cyc- 
lone which hit Tamil Nadu state 
and crossed into neighbouring 
Andhra Pradesh four days ago. 

Police said the floods affected 
nearly 1.3 million people in 1,000 
villages in the two states. . 

PTI said 81 people died in And- 
hra Pradesh and 54 in Tamil 
Nadu, Including 17 in its state cap- 
ital Madras. Rescue teams were 
searching for 34 fishermen feared 
drowned in the storm off India's 
south eastern coast, police sources 
said. 

PTI quoted Col. M. Pant, dir- 
ector of the Sriharikota Rocket 
Launching Centre, as saying the 
storm uprooted towers and ele- 
ctric poles in the complex, located 
on an island 100 kilometres north 
of Madras. 

Col. Pant said the island was cut 
off by the floods which had was- 
hed away all approach roads to the 
centre. 



‘Soviet subs operate off Gibraltar’ 


GENEVA ( R1 — Tracked Soviet 
Midget submarines have been 
operating off Gibraltar close to 
Western military installations for 
over 10 years, the authoritative 
International Defence Review 
said Monday. 

The journal published a pho- 
tograph of one of the mini-subs, 
which it said was first printed in 
1973 by the Soviet Communist 
Party daily Pravda but had only 
recently come to its attention. 

Pravda had then described the 
vessels as “searching for the lost 


civilisation of Atlantis." it said. 
Last September, Soviet radio rep- 
orted the search was still con- 
tinuing in the same area to the 
west of Gibraltar, the monthly 
added. 

“Doubtless the commanders of 
Western military installations in 
the vicinity are unaware of their 
archeological interest" it com- 
mented, saying the area was of 
vital strategic importance to the 
Western North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation alliance. 

According to the magazine, the 
Soviet Union has two versions of 


the Midget submarine which can 
operate at depths down to 105 
metres: A manned Argus model 
and an unmanned type known as 
Zvuk. "extensively equipped with 
cameras and other hardware.” 

It was not yet known if both 
were being used off Gibraltar, the 
review said 

The journal said tracks of the 
vessel in the photo mulched marks 
found on the seabed off Sto- 
ckholm in late 1982 when the 
Swedish Navy searched vainly f* 
underwater intruders. 


Pacific atoll of Bikini could be made 
safe at cost of $40 million, report says 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Pac- 
ific atoll of Bikini, where the 
world’s first hydrogen bomb exp- 
loded. can be made safe for human 
habitation after years of nuclear 
tests for about S40 million, a 
group of U.S. scientists said Sun- 
day. 

A clean-up could be completed 
in two to four years, allowing Bik- 
ini Islanders to end 40 years of 
waiting in temporary acc- 
ommodation and return home, 
they said. The scientists’ forecast 
of the cost is less than half pre- 
vious estimates. 

The report was made by the 
Bikini Atoll Rehabilitation Com- 
mittee, an independent body of 
scientists commissioned by the 
U.S. Congress. ^ 

It was welcomed ent- 
husiastically by Jonathan Wei- 
sgall, a Washington lawyer rep- 
resenting 1,200 Bikinians cam- 
paigning for the United States to 


pay the clean-up bill. 

The United States set off the 
first hydrogen bomb on the atoll, 
2.500 miles south west of Hawaii, 
in one of 23 nuclear tests con- 
ducted there between 1946 and 
1958. 

Recalling original estimates 
that the process could cost up to 
SI 20 million Mr. Weisgall told 
Reuters: "Forty million is pea- 
nuts. particularly over four years. I 
don’t think anyone is going to be 
inclined to react negatively." 

The islanders say they were per- 
suaded to leave Bikini by a pro- 
mise that the United States would 
restore their home of lagoons and 
coconut palms to a habitable con- 
dition when the tests were over. 

Forty years oo, the Reagan 
administration plans to grant 
self-rule to the Marshall Islands, 
of which the atoll is pan. Leg- 
islation to be proposed to Con- 
gress would absolve the United 
States of any responsibility for the 


Bikinians and of liability for cla- 
ims relating to the tests. 

The islanders are meanwhile 
suing the United States for $450 
million damages for the tests. A 
U.S. court last month denied a 
government motion to dismiss the 
suit. 

“The focus now will be on Con- 
gress to obtain the funding for a 
clean-up," Mr. Weisgall said. 
"Justice must be done before the 
U.S. closes the books on this nuc- 
lear legacy without meeting its 
moral and legal obligations to 
these people.” 

The scientists said there was-no 
danger of external radiation on 
the atoll. The main problem was 
from internal contamination from 
eating food grown from poisoned 
soil. 

They proposed that the top foot 
(30cm) of soil be removed and 
used for a strip of land or dumped 
into a lagoon crater. ■ 


New Caledonians vote amid protests 


NOUMEA — Police in the 
French Pacific territoiy of New 
Caledonia Sunday used tear gas as 
they battled against rock- 
throwing pro-independence mil- 
itants trying to disrupt voting in 
elections for a new National Ass- 
embly. 

The police swung into action 
with gas and batons in several cen- 
tres round the territory and cle- 
ared several town halls of militant 
members of the Front for the Lib- 
eration of Socialist Kanak 
(FLNKS). 

The FLNKS. which claims the 
support of most of the 62,000 ind- 
igenous Melanesian Kanaks. has 
vowed to ruin the election in an 
attempt to force early ind- 
ependence. 

France has set up the new 
42-member assembly to give the 


territory greater autonomy but 
there will be no move on ind- 
ependence until at least 1989. 

Officials said there was no tro- 
uble in the south of the island and 
despite heavy rain there was a big 
voter turnout, particularly in the 
capital, Noumea, where most whi- 
tes live. 

But in some eastern and wes- 
tern coastal centres the FLNKS 
set up road blocks, occupied town 
halls and intimidated voters, pol- 
ice said. 

There were reports of dozens of 
casualties among police and mil- 
itants and police said the biggest 
battles were at the eastern towns 
of Hienghene and Ponerihouen. 
There were also major fights at the 
west coast towns , of Kone and 
Gomcn. 

A town hall was razed at Po- 


nerihouen on the east coast and 
several other town halls were occ- 
upied by FLNKS militants, police 
said. 

FLNKS militants snatched and 
ran off with a ballot box in the 
village of Pothe in the centre of the 
country. 

On the east coast island of 
Lifou, only one of seven voting 
centres was open as polling began 
at 8.00 a.ra. because the FLNKS 
had blocked roads with felled 
trees. 

Bui French officials remained 
confident of a good turn out 
.among the eligible 80,000 ele- 
ctorate, voting for ten parties. 

The election winner seems cer- 
tain to be the Conservative Rep- 
ublican Party (RPCR). which is 
supported by the majority of the 

54.000 whiles. 


Thousands of mourners attend Baby Fae memorial 


LOMA LINDA. California (AP) 
— Thousands of mourners packed 
a memorial service Saturday for 
Baby Fae as a clergyman com- 
mended the infant with a tra- 
nsplanted baboon's heart to a 
heavenly paradise “where there 
will be no more sorrow, no wee- 
ping and no pain." 

“Let us commend this child to 
the lord and support her parents 
and her family in their sorrow with 
our love and our prayer," the Rev. 
Gabriel Parenteau. a Roman Cat- 
holic priest, told a standing- 
room -only crowd of more than 

2.000 jammed into the university 
Church of the Seventh-day Adv- 
entists. 

Another 700 people watched 
the service on cable television 
from a nearby auditorium as Rev. 
Parenteau invoked the name of 
God and said: “We entrust to you 
this child you loved so much in this 
life. 

Baby Foe's struggle for life with 
a transplanted baboon's heart is 
over, but her death opens a period 
of analysis by scientists who ask 
whether the knowledge gained 
from her 21 extra days oF life was 
worth the cost and whether the 
operation should be done again. 

"Does the likelihood of acc- 
omplishing good justify the suf- 
fering involved in this kind of sit- 
uation — suffering by the baby 
and suffering by the parents?” 
said Dr. Antonio Gotto. who last 


week ended his term as president 
of the American Heart Ass- 
ociation. 

“The thing to do at this time is 
to very carefully analyse what 
took place with this case." Dr. 
Gotto said. 

Dr. Leonard Bailey, the sur- 
geon who performed the tra- 
nsplant on Oct. 26 at Loma Linda 
University Medical Centre, said 
Friday that it "opened new vistas" 
of hope for the one in- every 

12,000 children bom with hyp- 
oplastic left heart syndrome, the 
fatal underdevelopment suffered 
by Baby Fae. Most of those chi- 
ldren die because infant human 
heart donors arc rare. 

Despite Baby Fae's death Thu- 
rsday night. Dr. Bailey said he lea- 
rned much about combating the 
body's efforts to reject foreign tis- 
sue and hopes to perform more 
baboon-to-human transplants 
after other scientists review his 
data. 

"I still think the method may 
have some viability. I don't think 
one can determine that yet." said 
Dr. Gotto, chairman of internal 
medicine at Baylor College of 
Medicine and Methodist Hospital 
in Houston. “There should be a 
review of what w c’vc learned with 
Baby Fae and then a decision 
made whether to do more of 
these.” 

Critics point out that Dr. Bailey 
had previously done only animal- 


to-animal transplants, and the 
longest-surviving recipient — a 
goat with a lamb's heart — lived 
less than six months. 

“There is a serious question of 
whether this group did their sci- 
entific homework," said Thomas 
Murray, a bioelhicist 3t the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Galveston. 

Bioethicist Ronald Bayer, a cri- 
tic of Baby Fae's transplant from 
the outset, said that because of 
society's desire to aid "des- 
perately ill children, we are often 
swept up in the excitement of new 
experimental procedures." 

“We have to take a step back 
and look at the conditions under 
which the research was done and 
be very clear that the advance of 
science and knowledge is not the 
only value," said Bayer, who 
works at the Hastings Centre in 
Hastings-On- Hudson. New York. 
“The preservation of human dig- 
nity and the avoidance of unn- 
ecessary suffering also are imp- 
ortant values.” 

Baby Fae, whose real name was 
not made public on request of her 
parents, died after her kidneys and 
then the walnut-sized baboon 
bean failed following a weeklong 
battle in which her immune system 
tried to reject the animal organ. 

The baby, bom on Oct. 14 in 
Barstow. lived 2-and-one-half 
weeks longer than any of the pre- 
vious three human recipients of 


animal heart transplants. 

Dr. Gotto and other doctors cal- 
led the transplant a reasonable 
step, given new knowledge about 
the immune system and the advent 
of cyclosporine, a potent anti- 
rejection drug. But they saw the 
transplant only as a stopgap until a 
human heart was available. 

In Vatican City a leading Vat- 
ican theologian said Saturday the 
Roman Catholic Church "app- 
roved of implanting animal organs 
in humans under certain con- 
ditions. but these had not been 
met in the case of Baby Fac. who 
died two days ago. 

Writing in the Vatican Sunday 
newspaper L’Osservatore Della 
Domcnica. Father Gino Concetti 
listed six conditions under which 
transplant of an animal organ into 
a human could be justified. 

These were: That the patient 
needed it. that no suitable human 
or artificial organ was available, 
that the surgical team was pro- 
perly qualified, that the hospital 
had the right equipment, that the 
patient or guardians agreed, and 
that a "broadly positive outcome" 
was foreseeable. 

"In the specific case of Baby 
Fae, now that it is over, one must 
conclude that not all these con- 
ditions were fulfilled," said Fr. 
Concetti, who often writes on cur- 
rent moral issues. He did not say 
which conditions had not been 
met. 
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Citizenship restored 

to Stalin’s daughter

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
government has officially ann- • 
ounced that Josef Stalin's dau- 
ghter has had Soviet citizenship 
restored on returning to Moscow 
17 years after defecting to the 
West. A decree signed by Pre- 
sident Konstantin Chernenko and 
published in an official gov- 
ernment news bulletin said simply 
that in accordance with Soviet law 
on citizenship Svetlana All- 
iluyeva’s citizenship had been res- 
tored. The decree said citizenship 
had also been granted to her 
American-born daughter, Olga 
Peters, who arrived in Moscow 
with Alliluyeva last month. 

Sicilian politician 
falls to his death 

PALERMO, Sicily (R) — A'lea- 
ding Sicilian politician of the dom- 
inant Christian Democrat Party 
fell to his death Saturday, and pol- 
ice said they were treating it as 
suicide. Rosario Nicolettfs death 
came at a time of turmoil in Sicily. 
A former Christian Democratic 
mayor of Palermo and two of the 
island's richest businessmen have 
been arrested in recent weeks fol- 
lowing revelations by mafia tur- 
ncoat Tommaso Buscetta. Nic- 
oletti. 53. campaigned against the 
mafia but was accused by the sod 
of one prominent mafia victim of 
having failed to stand up to the 
criminal organisation. He led the 
Christian Democrats in Sicily 
from 1974 to 1982 and was a 
member of the island's regional 
assembly. He failed in a bid last 
February to become assembly 
president when some members of 
his own party voted against Him. 
Police said he returned to his 
ninth-floor flat Saturday from a 
trip to Rome, and plunged from a 
balcony soon after. Nicoletti, a 
lawyer! was on the left wing of the 
Christian Democrat Party and 
favoured cooperation with the 
Communists. 

Burton reportedly 
left $ 4.58m 

LONDON (AP) — Welsh actor 
Richard Burton who died in Swi- 
tzerland in August, left an estate 
worth $4.58 million in his wiel the 
bulk of it to his widow Sally. Lon- 
don’s Sunday Mirror reported. It 
said that many of Burton's friends 
believed him to be penniless bec- 
ause of his extravagance and wild 
living. The will of the 58-year-old 
actor was filed in Switzerland and 
under Swiss law the contents of 
wills need not be divulged. The 
newspaper said it learned the det- 
ails from a source close to both 
Burton and his widow. “Everyone 
seems to be under the impression I 
am penniless. But that is not so," 
Mrs. Burton was quoted as saying- 
The actor was married five times, 
including two marriages to Ame- 
rican actress Elizabeth Taylor 
which both ended in divorce.

PEKING (AP) — A car smu- 
ggling ring involving hundreds of 
duty-free vehicles and huge bribes 
has been smashed in southern 
China's Guangdong province, 
according to an official press rep- 
ort. The China Legal News rep- 
orted in its Nov. 16 edition that 
authorities in the prosperous pro- 
vince bordring Hong Kong have 
sent an emergency circular to local 
officials warning -against "this 
unhealthy tendency.” The report 
said "many" of the more than 

10.000 duty-free motor vehicles 
imported into the province this 
year were smuggled in illegally- It 
named* the guilty parties as Com- 
munist Party officials, customs off- ’ 
icers. grassroots government units 
and enterprises.
